Repeal the Unjust Liquor Tax Law 

There can be no bona fide reason why the extraor- 
dinary session of the New York Legislature, now 
convened, should not at once repeal or amend the 
drastic provisions embodied in the liquor tax law 
insofar as they apply to the sale of alcohol for phar- 
maceutical or non-beverage purposes. The retention 
of the recent amendment to the law, in the shape of 
certain sections contained in Chapter 911, can serve 
no useful purpose. Their elimination or amendment 
in conformity with justice would remove the restric- 
tions and hampering regulations that now throttle 
the wholesale and retail drug trade and the pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers in New York State. 

The law as it stands is full of inequities that work 
irreparable harm to legitimate business establish- 
ments. These firms find it difficult enough to conduct 
their business in complance with Federal laws and 
regulations, without being subjected to troubles un- 
necessarily multiplied by thoughtless and unreason- 
able State legislation. As Mr. McConnell, secretary 
of the Drug Trade Section of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation, points out in a letter to 
the Governor (see page 29 of this issue), the con- 
tinued enforcement of the law can lead only to the 
abolition of the manufacture of non-beverage alco- 
hol in this State. 

The law to which objection is rightly made im- 
poses, among other trade hindering regulations, a 
tax of thirty cents upon each gallon of alcohol sold 
in the State of New York for delivery within the 
State. Any producer of alcohol within the: State is 
thereby obviously compelled to absorb this tax in the 
charge for his goods, and, consequently, must quote 
a price that is thirty cents higher than that quoted by 
manufacturers outside the State. No tax whatever 
is collected upon alcohol produced outside of the 
State unless it is sold again within the State for 
delivery therein, when the tax must be paid on the 
first sale by the New York State seller of such alco- 
ol. Thus a manufacturer outside of the State pays 
no tax upon the alcohol which he ships in, while the 
producer of alcohol within the State has to pay the 
thirty cents per gallon tax. This is taxation of legiti- 
mate industry with a vengeance. 

he inequities inherent in the law are so glaring 
that it is surprising that the measure could have ever 
been enacted by lawmakers. A dealer who buys his 
alcohol outside of the State, for instance, does not 
ave to pay any tax on such of the alcohol as he 
sells to customers outside of the State, but he does 
ave to pay a tax on any quantity he sells for deliv- 
ery within the State. If, however, he buys his alcohol 
from a New York producer, it is tax-paid when de- 
livered by such producer, and, therefore, all the 
alcohol which he sells, whether for delivery within 
the State or outside the State, would have paid a tax 
of thirty cents a gallon. All alcohol used in the 
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—State, therefore, costs the consumer thirty cents more 
than it costs the consumer of alcohol in other States, 
unless the New York consumer buys his alcohol out- 
side the State and has it shipped in to him. How 
can there be any question that this constitutes a seri- 
ous discrimination against the business interests of 
New York State? 

Other ridiculous regulations embodied in the law 
would take considerable space to detail. Not only 
are manufacturers and consumers affected by the dis- 
criminatory provisions, but dealers, wholesalers and 
carriers as well. The facts have been placed before 
the Governor for his consideration and action. Hi: 
decision in the matter is now being awaited. !s an 
important industry within this State to be granted op- 
portunity to function unshackled, or will it be 
doomed to extinction? Equity and justice dictate but 
one ans .er. 
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The Shamefu! Opium Traffic 

AA demonstration of protest against England’s 
opium traffic launched at Washington during the 
past week serves to call attention to the fact that 
this nefarious trafic, which the civilized world has 
for a long time sought to eradicate, is still flourishing, 
and, if anything, in a more underhanded way than 
ever before. It is unfortunate that there can be no 
powerful government or great industry without its 
Nobody for one moment questions the 
good faith of Great Britain so far as her official de- 
sire to stamp out the illicit opiim trade is concerned, 
nor, for that matter, the good faith of the United 
States, but it remains, nevertheless, that both Eng- 
lish and American opium, cocaine and other deadly 
drugs are reaching China in appalling quantities. 
That these drugs reach into the innermost districts 
of China has been proved time and again. They 
are first shipped to Japan, and that enterprising na- 
tion sees to it that the Chinese do not suffer for the 
lack of them. 

If this trafe were a new condition, the nations of 
the world could be excused for a lack of knowledge 
in regard to it. But the opium traffic of China is not 
a new condition—it is as old as China itself. The 
Chinese Government had taken herculean strides 
toward wiping out the evil, and for a time had suc- 
ceeded, but the conscienceless character of certain 
manufacturers and exporters of the drug have under- 
mined the government's efforts. The present epidemic 
of smuggling and renewed crop cultivation give 
promise of becoming more widespread than ever 
before. 

Back of all China’s troubles in respect to her 
opium and morphia trafhic are real causes, and the 
pity of it is that the United States has not been en- 
tirely free from contributing its quota to these causes. 
It is human nature to condemn a whole class because 
several members of it are unjust. The fact that the 
United States has officially discountenanced the il- 
licit trafic in opium and its derivatives will avail us 
little in the final analysis. Chinese officials who have 
the sincere interests of China at heart cannot but look 
askance at a nation that profes to believe in one 
thing and permits the doing of another. If we are 
earnest in our desire to wipe out the “‘dope’”’ evil 
within our own borders, we should not be any less 
earnest in aiding China to accomplish the same re- 
sult. Instead, we are hindering. 

The war, it was said in the early days following 
the signing of the armistice, would undoubtedly widen 
the outlook of all humanity. Visible evidences of this 
are sadly lacking. Advantage is being taken of our 
shipping laws and reciprocal commercial treaties to 
flood China with poisonous drugs. 

All the old copy books tell us that reputation is 
what we seem to be, and that character is v hat we 
really are. The test of the character and honor of 
the United States is now taking place. Are we going 
to permit China to point a finger of scorn at us and 
say:—‘*The United States loves justice at another 
nation’s expense, but dues not care for it at its own’’? 
We can put our foot down on the shipments of deadly 
drugs from these shores if we but sincerely desire to 
do so. We can point the way to other nations. We 
can get behind a movement to bring about the inter- 
national control of the manufacture and distribution 
of opium and its dez:~*tives. We have stopped free 


traitors.

and unlimited export. We can and must stop all in- 
transit shipments to any country whatsoever, espe- 
cially to Japan. We can—but will we? Are we 
going to continue talking of American ideals while 
400,000,000 people are kept in an impoverished 


condition and slaves to deadly habits so that a few 
individuals may profit? 
The United States has been thrown into bad 


repute. Those who have brought this about should 
awaken to a sense of the full responsibility they owe 
their fellow citizens. We should have no part what- 
ever in the conduct of an illegal opium trade.

At a meeting of the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club

business life so lived as to command not only the 
respect, but the love, of his business associates, made 
a plea for co-operation among right thinking business 


mentality has the virile strength of youth; a 


men in a sane effort to meet the great problems con- 
fronting the world today, and pointed out to his hear- 
ers the necessity of their standing shoulder to shoulder 
in a movement toward a higher civilization. 

This man had that evening been honored by his 
associates for his years of splendid service to the 
organization. He promised to continue to serve as 
faithfully as of yore, but said that in recent years 
he had been thinking much of broader things than 
merely the affairs of trade, and urged his hearers 
to consider the need of service in a broader way. It 
was a talk from the heart, and its impression was 
great, for it is only that which comes from the heart 
that makes a real appeal to the mind. 

At the same meeting there were several resolu- 
tions adopted to be presented at the meeting of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Association at St. 
Louis next month. These resolutions did not deal 
with matters of interest only to those engaged in the 
paint, oil or varnish business. They dealt with mat- 
ters of vital interest to all American business men, 
and to all Americans. They contained constructive 
suggestions to our lawmakers on matters affecting 
the life of the nation. It was proper that the club 
should have given thought to these matters. It will 
be eminently proper for the national convention to 
consider them and other similar resolutions. Busi- 
ness men in these days cannot draw themselves into 
the shells of their own business. There is, in our 
democracy, no class educated as a governing class. 
The best brain of our nation has given itself to the 
problems of business. If our business men cannot 
point out the way we should go, then we will not 
go in the right direction. 

Our lawmakers will welcome such sugges:ions. 
With the demagogue and the tearer-down ever shout- 
ing in their ears, they realize that they need advice. 
Is it not probable that in the past our business men 
have been too strictly men of business? Is there not 
some truth in the poet’s words:— 

“The World is too much with us; late and soon, 
Getting and spending, we lay waste our powers’’? 

Is there any reason why a great meeting of rep- 
resentative Americans, gathering together from every 
section of our land, should consider only the small 
affairs of trade, and play a little golf? 

There is not a question now before the people of 
this country on which the Senators and Representa- 
tives and the Executive would not like to have the 
opinion of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish As- 
sociation and that of all similar organizations through 
whose actions the active business men of this country 
can express themselves. This is the time of all times 
to realize that material prosperity for the country 
means little, and cannot be permanent, if there is not 
moral and intellectual activity. That there is much 
immoral intellectual activity, working along destruct- 
ive instead of constructive lines, there can be little 
doubt. It is for the business men of this country to 
oppose wrong thinking with right thinking; to take 
the lead in a steady march, shoulder to shoulder, 
toward a better civilization. Therefore, we repeat 
that it is proper that the paint, oil and varnish men 
should consider matters of national importance at 
their coming meeting, and that such matters should 
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receive attention at all gatherings, whenever busi- 
ness men meet together. 

Let business men remember the words of Guizot, 
the great student of the history of civilization, for 
most strikingly his words apply to them:— 

‘Much has been given us, much will be required 
of us; we must render to posterity a strict account 
of our conduct; the public, the government, all are 
now subjected to discussion, examination, responsi- 
bility. Let us attach ourselves firmly, faithfully, un- 
deviatingly to the principles of our civilization—yjus- 
tice, legality, publicity, liberty; and let us never 
forget that while we ourselves require, and with rea- 
son, that all things shall be open to our inspection 
and inquiry, we ourselves are under the eye of the 
world and shall, in our turn, be discussed, be 
judged.”

Our idea of a hopeless task is to try and string 
these atoms together, but that is just what the chem- 
ist has succeeded in doing in the laboratory, though 
not quite in the manner in which Dr. Rose has popv- 
larly interpreted it in ‘Molecules and Man,” the 
highly interesting booklet which is being distributed 
by the dyestuffs department of his company. 

If the chemist has succeeded in impounding bil- 
lions and billions of atoms and molecules so that they 
serve man to a useful purpose, he has at the same 
time found inherent in them the possibilities for ruin 
and destruction. Fortunately, as Dr. Rose says, 
‘peace is usual, war unusual.” 

The importance of the chemical industry, which 
produces over a billion dollars’ worth of finished 
products annually, cannot be overemphasized, par- 
ticularly when it is remembered that this industry 
is indispensable to our national security and our 
national prosperity.

The principal difficulty faced in the re- 
construction of industry in all countries 
abroad, says Mr. Speiden, is the unrest 
and unwillingness to work of the laborer 
in general The laboring man in the 
words of the head of a large company 
there has become averse to ‘‘working be- 
tween meals.” He feels that the country 
owes him a living and he wants to get 
it without too much effort on his own 
part. The matter of coal is also an im- 
portant factor, especially in Germany. 
During the summer months when this 
coal is needed for heating purposes the 
industries have made more progress and 
some factories have been working with 
some approach to better schedules than 
during last winter. It is feared, how- 
ever, that much of this ground will be 
lost again as soon as the weather gets 
colder and more of this coal must go 
for household purposes. 

The great fear of the manufacturers 
of Europe is the spread of Bolshevism or 
its equivalent in other countries than 
Russia. This fear, says Mr. Speiden, is 
accentuated by the fact that thus far 
the United States has been unwilling to 
enter the League of Nations and thus 


contribute a most powerful psychological 
sedative to the fever of unrest prevalent 


in all countries since the war. She owes 


this also to her growing sons and their 
mothers. Europe looks to America for 
aid or at least moral support and are 


unable to understand why a bitter polit- 
ical fight should be allowed to interfere 
with plans for world peace, In the eyes 


of Europe the prestige of America has 
been tremendously enhanced during the 
past few years and as a world leader 
they are looking forward to the time 
when she will have the political dust 
wiped out of her eyes and do the right 
as well as the politic thing.

The food situation throughout Europe 
is better than it has been. Crops have 
been fairly good and excepting in large 
centers suffering is not pronounced.

The Pittsburgh Plate Glass Cc. has under consideration the acquisition of the 
chemical plant and business of the Columbia Chemical Co., which is located at 
Barberton, Ohio. This is in furtherance of the policy of the Pittsburgh Plate 


Glass Co. to acquire interest or control in plants in various industries the products 


of which they 
of its glass 
of soda ash.

When the Pittsburgh Vlate Glass Co.., 
which originally was engaged in the 
manufacture of plate glass solely, de- 
cided to distribute its own product, the 
necessity of jobbing kindred products, 
including window glass, art glass, dry 
colors, paints, varnishes, brushes, etc.. 


and as some of 
these products were advertised proprie- 
tary articles, the company deemed it ad- 
visable, in order to participate in the 
manufacturing profit, to secure lasting 
commercial arrangements with the man- 
ufacturers of such products. It was in 
this way that the Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
Co. came to have substantial interest in 
many establishments. 


In 1900 


soon became evident ; 


the Pittsburgh company pur- 


chased 49 per cent. of the capital stock 
of the Patton Paint Co., and in 1901 
48 per cent. of the capital stock of the 


Rennous, Kleinle & Co.. of Baltimore city. 
The purchase of a small interest in each 
of these companies at a later date gave 
the Pittsburgh company a majority inter- 
est in both. Later the Pittsburgh com- 
pany received as stock dividends a ma- 
jority of the capital stocks of the Pit- 
cairn Varnish Co. and the Corona Chemi- 
cal Co., which were natural developments 
of the business of the Patton Paint Co. 

A new company, the Patton-Pitcairn 
Co., has been organized under the laws 
of the State of Pennsylvania, and this 
has acquired all the outstanding stocks 
of the above-named four subsidiary com- 
panies. One share of the stock of the 
Patton-Piteairn Co. (par $100) was is- 


sued for every share (par $100) of the 
outstanding capital stocks of the sub- 
sidiaries, the total amount issued and 
outstanding being $2,317,500. The assets 
of the subsidiaries. which include’ the 
entire capital stocks of the Red Wing 
Linseed Oil Co. and of several smaller 


sub-companies, at book value, amount to 
over 60 per cent. of such outstanding 
stocks. The Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co. 
owns over 50 per cent. of the capital 
stock of the Patton-Pitcairn Co. 


The plant of the Columbia Chemical 
Co., which the Pittsburgh company now 
proposes to acquire, has a_ productive 
capacity of 700 tons of heavy chemicals 
per day. Its principal products are soda 
ash and caustic soda, and lime fertilizer 
is the principal by-product. It consumes 
daily about 1,000 tons of coal and 1,200 
tons of limestone. The company owns a 


fine limestone property near Zanesville, 
Ohio which is being equipped, and which 
it is expected will be in operation in 


November of this year. The consoli- 
dated company will be able to draw part 
of its requirements of limestone for its 
glass operations from this quarry, and to 
supply from its coal operations a portion 
of the fuel needed for the chemical plant. 
The chemical company was organized un- 
der the laws of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania and has an outstanding capital 
stock of $5,966,000, with net assets said 
to be far in excess of that amount. The 
average earnings and dividends on its 
capital and surplus for the eighteen 
years of its existence have been consider- 
ably higher than those of the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Co. 
It is proposed that the Columbia 
Chemical Co. and the Patton-Pitcairn Co 
become consolidated with the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Co. on a basis that will give 


to the stockholders of the Columbia 
Chemical Co. eight-tenths of one share 
of consolidated company’s stock (par 


$100) for every share of the stock of the 
Columbia Chemical Co. (par $100), and 
to the stockholders of the Patton-Pit- 
cairn Co. one share of the consolidated 
company’s stock for every share of the 
Patton-Pitcairn Co.’s stock (par $100).

HAS FIRE LOSS 
Suffers 


Butterworth - Judson 
$500,000 Damage at New- 
ark Plant—No Lives 
Lost 


Several units of the chemical and dye 
stuff plant of the LButterworth-Judsoa 
Corporation at Newark, N. J., were de 
stroyed by fire early in the morning of 
Monday, September 20 The loss is 
variously estimated at between $400,006 
and $500,000. Four buildings were al 
most totally destroyed and several oth 
ers damaged, 

The blaze start on the firemes 
owing to the fact that chemical and acid 
fumes prevented any near approach to 
the burning buildings for nearly an hour 
after the fire was discovered. The fire 
was not under control until nearly 8 a. 
m., at which time it had been burning 
over three hours. The entire plant was 
endangered by the blaze, but good work 
on the part of the firemen, who concen 
trated on saving the remainder of the 
plant, prevented the spread of the 
flames.

Fertilizer Eaowt From United King- 
dom Prohibited by Order 


in Council 


LONDON, Sept. 6, 1920. 


According to an Act of Parliament 
just passed, the King may by Order im 
Council prohibit the export from the 
United Kingdom of any of the fer- 
tilizers specified in a schedule to the 
act. Such an order (a) may provide 
for the issue by the government of li- 
censes for export and (b) may author- 
ize any such license to be issued sub- 
ject to such conditions as may be speci- 
fied in the license, and may contain 
provisions imposing penalties for any 
breach of or failure to comply with 
any such conditions.

Board of Trade and Transportation, through its Drug Section, of 
which W. F. McConnell is secretary, has addressed a letter to Governor Smith, 
calling attention to the hardships undergone by the legitimate users of alcohol for 
industrial purposes as a result of the stringent laws. The inequities of the law 
are pointed out by Mr. McConnell, who in the name of the drug trade asks that 
proper steps be taken at the special session of the Legislature to remove the unjust 
and hampering restrictions. Following is Mr. McConnell’s letter to the Governor 





September 2, 1920 
His Excellency Governor Smith, 
Albany, N. Y.: 

Dear Governor—Chapter 911 of the laws of 
1920, being amendment to the liquor tax law, 
contains drastic provisions which materially 
affect the handling of alcohol by both the 
wholesale and retail drug trades and pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers in this State It im 
poses restrictions and obligations which make 
for unjust discrimination against our business 
men who necessarily handle alcohol in con 
nection with the drug business. I do not 
refer to liquor dealers who sell whiskey, 
brandy, rum, etec., but to houses who handle 
non-beverage alcohol in lots of not less than 
five gallons delivered at one time and in one 
package, 

The law is so filled with inequities that it 
involves danger to honorable business estab- 
lishments who are striving to conform to the 
Federal law and regulations and whose trou- 
bles are unnecessarily multiplied because of 
this new State legislation. Its enforcement 
can have but one result, viz., the abolition of 
the manufacture of non-beverage alcohol in 
this State. It will probably also be necessary 
to abandon the sale of alcohol by the drug 
trade in the State. Non-beverage alcohol is 
so essential to the people that the present 
unfortunate situation justifies our asking your 
attention to the matter with a view of pro- 
curing necessary and proper amendments at 
the approaching special session of the Legis- 
lature in September. 

We shall consider it a very great favor if 
I may be permitted to discuss this matter 
with you for a few moments, and if you will 
appoint a date either here or in Albany, | 
will be very much obliged to you.

The legislature of the State of New 
York is in session this week trying to 
agree upon some legislation that will 
make it possible to build more houses. 
The legislature plans to call upon C on- 
gress to take steps to encouraging 
house building in the country at large 
So great is the demand for more house 
room that the housing question is 
every Where recognized as a matter 
of paramount importance. Something 
must be done to speed up the building 
program and this means that _the 
demand for paints is going to continue 
active for a long time to come 

There little change in 
general situation since 
I: report. Prices as a rule are 
changed. Paint mixers are still re- 
luctant to cut prices on colors in oil 
pecause of the fact that the price of 
linseed oil is not as high as it formerly 
was. The consuming trade is still in- 
clined to hold back waiting for som 
action along this line. Dry colors hold 
very firm, and in this line the mixers 
have little hopes of getting material 
cheaper at this time. 

The demand for lithopone is good, 
and there is a demand that has not 
peen checked by the advance of ec. 
a pound, which was reported last 
week. The fact that some producers 
have not seen fit to announce to their 
customers that they have made an ad- 
vanee has little bearing on the situ- 
ation as they are simply indifferent be- 
cause they are sold ahead, and are 
not looking for orders for immediate 
delivery at this time. 

There is a better feeling in the zine 
oxide market. Some lithopone and a 
great deal of zinc oxide is used in the 
automobile industry, and a movement 
towards cheaper prices for cars will 
probably increase business and result 
in a better demand for zine oxide. It 
was only in the second hand market 
that there was any weakness at any 
time, for producers are well engaged 
and have never had any fear that con- 
sumption would be seriously curtailed, 
and there has been no talk of a reduc- 
tion of first hand prices. 

The leads are steady as ever, 
demand continues good for the season. 

There is little foreign material com- 
ing in that interests the paint indus- 
try except materials which are not pro- 
duced in this country.

WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate). 
The market for white lead, basis car- 
bonate, continues along the even tenor 
of its way. The season's business has 
been satisfactory, and there is an out- 
look for a continued good demand, Con- 
sumers, however, seem to think that 
there is no possibility of an advance 
in the prices of lead pigments, and are 
not interested in attempting to an- 
ticipate future requirements by placing 
orders at this time. On the other hand, 
prices seem well established. Pro. 
ducers carry large stocks of raw ma- 
terial and are reluctant to make price 
changes. In most items of expense in 
the production of lead pigments there 
has as yet been no decrease in the cost, 
and it seems unwise to anticipate lower 
prices in the immediate future.

The feature of the naval stores mar- 
ket this week has been its dullness— 
‘¢ such an expression is permissible. 
The turpentine market has been dead 
enough, but the rosin market has been 
in even worse shape. Buyers and sell- 
ers are absolutely unable to get to- 
vether on rosins, and the local market 
h absolutely dead this week, 
while in a market as active as that 
Jacksonville usually is there has 
not been a sale made for a week, 

“Jt is natural that there should be 
little demand for turpentine for export 
to England at this time on account of 
the serious labor situation in that coun- 
try, and this market always depends 
largely on the English demand. France 
is a turpentine producer, and the rest 
of the Continent is doing very little 
puying here or elsewhere. Domestic 
consumers of turpentine turn to min- 
eral oil substitutes whenever the price 
does not suit them and have shown lit- 
tle interest in the market for some time. 
producers are confident that there will 
be an improved demand later on, and 
are not pressing their turpentine for 
sale, at the expense of values. Tur- 
pentine has held steady this week, in 
spite of the dullness, and the price in 
the local market is only a cent a gallon 
lower than it was a week ago. It is 
not a market that encourages a bullish 
feeling, however. 

The export demand for rosin has been 
more quiet this week than for a very 
long time, and the domestic demand 
has amounted to very little for some 
time, South America is not buying, and 
Europe does not seem at all interested. 
Stocks are small abroad and also in 
consumers’ hands in the country, and 
that is one encouraging feature of the 
situation. 


TURPENTINE 


The price of turpentine in the local 
market is quoted at $1.46, which is a 
decline of one cent for the week. It 
would be just as well to call the mar- 
ket “nominal and unchanged” for that 
about describes it. There has been a 
little business doing in the Southern 
centers, but very little; and the local 
market has been about as dead as it 
is possible for a market to be. The 
mere fact that the market is dull does 
not make it weak, for there has been 
no pressure to sell, but on the other 
hand holders seem to have a good deal 
of confidence in the strength of their 
position, and are of the opinion that if 
they wait, the demand will start again. 
They are convinced, at least, that price 
cutting would not increase the demand 
just now, and are simply waiting de- 
velopments, and withdrawing their of- 
fers in the southern markets when 
they can not get their price. 

Whenever there is a settlement of the 
English labor dispute, it is probable 
it there will be a renewal of the de- 
mand from that country, and that is 
what the market needs. If English 
buying should again start an advance, 
as it often has in the past, it is probable 
that other buyers would at once come 
into the market, as there is always a 
disposition to buy on an advancing 
market. It does not seem probable, 
however, that there will be an im- 
provement in the domestic demand in 
the near future sufficient to serve as 
an excuse for an advance in the price, 
itis a market that may remain dull for 
some time or may about face and be- 
come active again at any time.

FLAXSEED, 


—— 

There is little strength shown in 
the flaxseed markets, but the price 
is not at a level that many consider 
low, and it gives way with reluctance. 
There are some well posted men in 
the trade who do not think that the 
domestic crop is as good as made out 
by the government, and some private 
crop estimates that have been care- 
fully made are anything but bearish. 
However, the market does not receive 
active support, and the very fact that 
consumers of oil are holding back 
their orders shows that there isa strong 
feeling that seed may go lower. The 
argument that if the market does not 
advance the American farmers will 
net plant next season is all right in 
its way, but this sort of an argument 
has little weight upon the market of 
the day and the hour. 

Exports from Buenos Aires continue 
heavy and there is no doubt but that 
there is a large amount of seed still 
back in the interior of that country. 
Exports to this country from Argen- 
tina this week amounted to 200.000 
bushels and the amount afloat is very 
large. It is evident that the Eastern 
crusher will be using South American 
seed long after the movement of do- 
mestic has become heavy. 

The movement in the West is in- 
creasing right along, and the _ spot 
market is reported relatively stronger 
than futures, which is a healthy sign. 
Many of the Western crushers are 
still buying Argentine seed. 


MINNEAPOLIS 


MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 22, 1920. 

The demand for domestic flaxseed is 
improving right along and prices are 
stronger compared with the futures. Re- 
ceipts coming from a_ wider territory 
every day and increasing right along. 
South Dakota is at present shipping the 
bulk of the offerings and the quality is 
none too good. Southern Minnesota of- 
ferings moderate to fair and there is 
some stuff coming from Northern Min- 
nesota. 

During the past few days the movement 
from North Dakota began to pick up and 
today a car of Montana seed arrived 
Most of the shippers seem to prefer to 
send their stuff to market in hopes of 
getting any possible increase in _ pre- 
miums. Premiums have been increasing 
gradually during the week and the com- 
petition for offerings stronger. Not 
much Argentine seed is arriving at pres- 
ent and the crushers are depending on 
the domestic offerings more and more. 


Offerings to arrive are light, though 
today they showed considerable increase 
About 5,000 bushels were bought on the 
arrive basis today. the largest day’s ar- 
rive business on the crop so far Most 
of the time since harvest began business 
has ranged from nothing to several cars 

A tew scattering cars of Manchurian 
seed arrived on the market and found a 
ready outlet, This seed is of good qual- 
ity and sells well up with the choice do- 
mestic. Nothing much in sight, though. 

Purchases of Argentine seed are spas- 
modic. Oil business is moderate on the 
average and the buyers take Argentine 
seed to hedge oil sales when no domestic 
seed is available 

Crop reports are unsatisfactory. Late 
dry weather wrought a lot more damage 
than suspected and the drying up of the 
plants resulted in a sharp loss in yields 
Some of the North Dakota fields ar« 
turning out no better than 1 bushel to 
the acre. Much of the acreage will not 
be threshed at all on account of the ex 
tremely low vields. Early sown flax ran 
as high as 11 to 12 bushels to the acre 
It is the late sown flax that suffered 

There is a difference of opinion regard- 
ing the total output of the crop, but the 
rovernment estimate will hardly be ful 
filled Reports from Canada say that 
the earlier government estimate of the 
crop can be trimmed 3,000,000 bushels 
and come nearer the mark, 

There has heen no movement of new 
Canadian seed as yet and none has been 
offered to arrive in this market Some 
old crop, spring threshed Canadian seed 
is coming on the market regularly 

The Montana situation is akin to that 
in North Dakota Considerable of the 
crop is still uncut. but in other sections 
the crop has been cut and threshed and 
some good yields have resulted On the 
other hand, some 1-bnshel-per-acre yields 
were also reported. The crop year of the 
State, as far as flax is concerned, will 
not he nearly as good as expected.

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The linseed oil market continues 
quiet. Buyers are still holding back, 
and crushers are not willing to cut the 
price further until they have some as- 
surance that they can buy seed 
cheaper than today’s. prices. The 
market has been quiet for some time 
now, and it would seem that before 
very long business will have to be- 
come more active, but whether it will 
be in a buyers’ or sellers’ remains to 
be seen. 

Cottonseed oil shows as little 
strength as ever, and the market has 
not shown as much strength this week 
as it did last. The reports from the 
cotton crop are good and there is so 
much of this oil in stock that it is 
going to be difficult to take care of 
all that is going to be produced this 
season, 

Producers of domestic vegetable oils 
are disturbed over the foreign peanut 
situation. 

They assert that unprecedentedly 
heavy Oriental imports of both pea- 
nuts and peanut oil have characterized 
the trade for many months. In the 
month of April nearly 3,000,000 pounds 
unshelled and nearly 30,000,000 pounds 
of shelled peanuts, chiefly from China 
and Japan, were brought in, amount- 
ing in that month to more than the 
whole fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, 
had shown. During 1920 fiscal year 
almost 135.000,000 pounds of peanuts 
were brought into the United States, 
and more than 170,000,000 pounds of 
peanut oil. The oil was nearly all 
made in Japan, but was crushed from 
nuts grown in China, or else mere 
handling through Japanese agents. 

As a result, associations through the 
South are asking for a tariff of 4 
cents per pound on import oil. And 
prices of the nuts at Pacific ports have 
been cut in half since January 30, 
1920. Domestic peanuts have suffered 
accordingly. So have domestic veg- 
etable oils of all sorts. 

Domestic peanut crop will be late 
this year, but government estimate is 
that the acreage is 97 per cent. of 
last year’s, or 1,221.400. The crop 
condition, however, was much better 
than last year and a total production 
of 38,691,000 bushels was forecast, a 
gain of 5,500,000 bushels, or about 
162-3 per cent. The prices are ex- 
pected to be lower than the opening 
prices last year. 

Chinawood oil has held firmly, and 
buyers were disposed in some instances 
to bid fractionally higher for stock, es- 
pecially for futures. The forward posi- 
tions have shown good strength. 

Soya bean oil has advanced frac- 
tionally and futures are higher than 
nearby shipments. Buying seems to 
come from quarters that expect to see 
shortly a good demand for the oil and 
its products; most of the activity is 
confined to futures. 

Coconut oil also jumped fraction- 
ally; quoted a half cent higher than in 
the preceding period. The advances 
affected the various types of oil and 
the genuine imported stocks received 
at the local port. 

Peanut oil has been moving to a 
fairly good demand, prices advancing 
slightly. Refined oils have fluctuated 
only to an insignificant degree in the 
last few weeks, and this bears out the 
contention of forecasters. Domestic 
crushed oil—that from domestic nuts— 
will soon be offered. Domestic peanuts 
have been commanding high prices and 
have been subjected to competition 
with imported nuts. 

Animal tallow prices have shown in- 
crease of sales that figured in the 
local market. Large buyers are ret- 
icent. Lard declined earlier in the 
week, and recovered some of its 
strength later on. Stearic acids and 
red oil continued quiet, with a little 
more activiity in red oil. following in- 
quiry from Italy and New England 
buyers. 

Animal and fish oils were quiet in 
the week, buyers and sellers far apart. 


LINSEED OIL 


It has been another dull week in the 
linseed oil market. Consumers still 
hold back and crushers show no in- 
clination to cut the price further in 
order to bring them in. The producers 
claim that the price is low enough—too 
low to their pay of looking at it—and 
say that the margin of profit is lower 
than normal. In fact, it has been 
claimed ever since the big cut that oil 
has been sold at figures that repre- 
sented a loss as based upon the price 
of seed at the time the sale was made. 

The spot price is practically the same 
as last week. Sales have been made 
during the last few davs at $1.20. 
Futures are a shade weaker, November 
forward being quoted as low as $1.12. 
October delivery is quoted at $1.17. 

While the volume of business trans- 
acted this week has not been large, 
consumers are showing interest — in 
fact, they are watching the market very 
closely, and it looks very much as if 
husiness might become active at any 


time. The volume of business for the 
last month has been so small that jt 
would seem to be about time for con. 


sumers to do some more buying 
Crushers still have a good deal of 
forward business on their hooks, anq 
are not disposed to attempt to push

PEANUT OIL.—The market has 
taken on a stronger tone in common 
with other oils, advances of about \c.

FISH OILS 

Buyers and sellers are far apart in 
this market. There is considerable 
competition from Norwegian and do- 
mestic cils, and Oriental oils are being 
kept from the market more than they 
have been. The conditions in a number 
of oils are given below under their 
separate headings:— 

COD OIL.—This market is quiet, 
buyers and sellers far apart. New- 
foundland tanked oil was quoted by 
jobbers at 90c. per gallon in barrels 
and domestic at 85c. Norwegian oil to 
arrive at New York, 63%c. 

HERRING OIL.—The herring oil 
market has been quiet, stocks not mov- 
ing to any appreciable extent. No. 3 
oil, Oriental, was quoted at 55c. per 
gallon. Pale herring oil of low acid 
was quoted in barrels, carload lots, at 
73c., f. o. b. New England city. 

MENHADEN O1L.—This 
has been quiet, buyers and sellers 
far apart. Northern crude oil was 
quoted at 59@60c. per gallon, f. o. b. 
saltimore in barrels; a similar price 
asked for Southern oil. Dark pressed 
oil was quoted at Tic. per gallon; 
light pressed, 85c.; yellow bleached, 
S87c.; white bleached, 90c.; blown, 
$1.05. The latter oils are f. o. b. New 
York. 

Costs of production have been high, 
and the protest at the low level of 
prices for crude is similar to the com- 
plaint registered by producers in other 
products. The menhaden oils other 
than refined are holding to a status 
that has not shown improvement. 

The low level in this oil is operating 
to keep other fish oils down. 

The competing oils in the vegetable 
group have been in a poor way, and 
this, too, has helped to keep the situa- 
tion in fish oils far from attractive.

NITRO TO BE 
DYE CENTER 


Nitro Products Corp. Begins 
Manufacture of H Acid in 


Large Intermediates Plant 
CHARLESTON, W. Va., Sept. 22, 1920 

The first step toward making the former 
government plant of Nitro, fourteen miles 
below this city, a new dye center, was 
taken last week, when the Nitro Products 
Corporation began to operate its inter- 
mediate plant for the manufacture of 
“H” acid. Operations have been going 
on for a week without interruptions or 
difficulty, and the announcement can now 
be made that commercial operations have 
started Within a short time it is ex- 
pected that the production of this essen- 
tial base for the dye industry will reach 
4,000 pounds a day. 

The Nitro Products Corporation ex- 
isted under the same name in Saginaw, 
Mich., before coming to Nitro. About 
four months ago it took over a large part 
of areas B, E and F at Nitro, and 
started to make alterations in the nitrat- 
ing plant, which is now being used for the 
production of “Hi” acid Most of the old 
equipment was removed and new tubs, 
tanks, sulphonators and presses taken 
from other parts of the plant were in- 
stalled A large addition was built to 
accommodate the liming tubs. 

The Nitro Products Corporation has in 
addition to the intermediate plant for 
“H” acid, complete sulphuric and nitric 
acid plants which will be put in opera- 
tion within the next sixty days. The 
plant now operating was the first to be 
developed and the attention of the com- 
pany officials will now be centered on 
getting the other buildings into opera- 
tion to supply the raw materials neces- 
sary for the dyestuffs. 

Several by-products will be made, 
among which is a fertilizer for farmers 
About 100 men are employed in the pres 
ent operations, but the number will be 
greatly augmented with the starting of 
other processes 

The Southern Dyestuffs Corporation, 
an entirely distinct company from _ the 
Nitro Products Corporation, is completing 
its plans for the alteration for the solvent 
recovery buildings. It has purchased 
and expects to start manufacturing 
operations with part of the production of 
the Nitro corporation for its raw ma- 
terials.

EAST ST.LOUIS WORKS 
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The past week proved to be a period 
in which business activity failed to be 
renewed on a scale which would indi- 
cate that the period of lethargy and 
dullness had been passed. On the con- 
trary. undercurrents were quite the 
other way. lor the most part, the 
trade reported demand down to job- 
ping proportions and practically no 
large business was either negotiated or 
achieved. 

As of recent date, the tendency 
throughout the market was generally 
weaker. Price movements were for the 
most part downward and indicated a 
steady settling of the market which 
has ruled throughout the past summer. 

The Reporter’s Index Numbers show 
qa falling off. In drugs and pramaceu- 
ticals the decline amounted to .8 of a 
point; in crude drugs, 3.8 points; in 
essential oils, 3.8 points. The net de- 
cline for the entire market was thus 
76 points. This compares with the 
decline of 10.4 points during the pre- 
yious period. Since August 1, the de- 
cline amounts to 49.8 points in the 
three divisions specified. 

In the drug and pharmaceutical di- 
vision, the leading reductions came in 
the citrate and salicylate groups. In 
both manufacturers are overstocked 
and price shading has eventually 
brought open market cutting. Reduc- 
tions were in order and the trade in 
general was little surprised over the 
development. Other changes in this 
division were of a minor order. 

Crude drugs were featured by large 
arrivals from foreign ports and the 
natural recession in values of materials 
which had been rigged high on short- 
age of recent date. Buchu leaves and 
ergot were the leaders in the move- 
ment. Of the first, 70 bales arrived; 
of the second, 173 bags were landed. 
Prices dropped sharply, but are ex- 
pected to recover when consumers 
have satisfied their needs, worked the 
material up and are back for replace- 
ments. 

Essential oils were lacking in sup- 
port. Buying was routine and con- 
sisted in the main of a small jobbing 
request which failed utterly to stop 
the declines which have been featured 
for some time past. 

All the materials were affected. 
Anise oil was landed to the extent of 
5,150 cases, most of which is said to 
be on consignment and which can do 
nothing but depress the market still 
further. Domestic oils were also under 
pressure as the primary market hold- 
ers begin to relax their stocks and 
offer more freely. 

For the most part consumers have 
absolutely withdrawn from the mar- 
ket. Speculative activity has disap- 
peared and in its place has come a 
sturdy decline in prices which entails 
severe losses at the moment. If the 
movement is more pronounced in 
essential oils than in other divisions 
of the drug market it is because prices 
in that group had been placed so high 
as to make certain an abrupt decline 
when it did set in. 

One factor of note during the period 
Was the considerable importation of 
foreign botanicals. Boats arrived from 
Hamburg, Marseilles, London and 
Havre. Each of the boats carried sup- 
plies of foreign goods against which 
exchange has recently been covered at 
levels which will permit considerable 
price cutting. Alkanet root is an ex- 
cellent example. During the period, 
sellers cut the price 50 per cent. for 
spot goods and replacement goods 
abroad were offered at 26c. per pound. 

As stated before, it is in the for- 
eign botanicals that consumers may 
look for steady recessions in price 
modified from time to time with fluc- 
tuations upward. As to domestic 
goods nothing during the past week 
has indicated that there can be much 
readjustment in these materials. 
Prices may work somewhat lower as a 
Consequence of the limited buying by 
the largest of pharmaceutical chem- 
ists. Such concerns cannot be tempted 
into the market at this time. On the 
other hand. there is a fair inquiry 
Coming from the maktrs of proprie- 
lary medicines and it is on these that 
the market is at present built. 

Trading toward the end of the period 
became stagnant. A few large orders 
were registered in time to make a fair 
Jobbing business for the week, but on 
the whole there was a slackening in 
demand Which was remarked by the 
aan trade. Many expect to see re-

In fact, during the past week it 
was indicated that regular buyers 
were getting their immediate wants 
satisfied without recourse to the re- 
sale market. As tax paid alcohol is 
rarely if ever stocked ahead, supplies 
in consumers hands are not above the 
immediate needs, but demands are 
more easily supplied and to that ex- 
tent the market has improved measur- 
ably. Prices are high and well main-

INSECT.—Insect powder 100 per 
cent. pure is quoted at 70c. per pound, 
but it is understood that a firm bid at 
68c. per pound would produce goods in 
some directions on the spot. The mar- 
ket is weak and likely to work lower 
as new crop flowers are near maturity 
in primary market points. 

SAFFRON.—Shipment cost of Ameri- 
ean saffron available on the spot is 
understood to be 50c. per pound. The 
landing is being quoted out at 75c. per 
pound, according to one source of in- 
formation. Quality of the material is 
said to be high. Were the quantity as 
good as the quality, consumers might 
expect to see more favorable prices in 
the future. However, it did not seem 
likely that the market would go be- 
low 75c. per pound. Valencia saffron 
was noted materially lower at $13.50@ 
13.75 per pound, owing to pressure of 
spot stocks for sale against replace- 
ment declines. 


Herbs and Leaves 


BUCHU.—Arrival of 70 bales of 
buchu leaves was noted in the middle 
of the trading period just closed. The 
shipment comprised parts of cargo on 
two steamers which left the primary 
market in the middle of August. The 
shipment had sufficient quantities still 
unsold to bring about a sharp revision 
in the spot position. At the close 
$3.40 per pound in quantity and $3.50 
per pound for jobbing lots constituted 
the final quotations for the week. 
Prices may work still lower, but the 
movement is likely to prove temporary 
as it is claimed by primary market 
shippers that these two boats carried 
the balance of primary market holdings 
and that nothing further would be 
available for shipment. However, that 
story has been told many times and, 
as one importer stated:—‘We'll wait 
—and see.” 

HENBANE.—Material is available 
on the spot at 34c. per pound. Up to 
36c. per pound is quoted, according to 
quantity and seller. Supplies are plenti- 
ful and little request beyond a con- 
ventional volume is reported by any 
seller in this market. 

HOREHOUND.—Supplies have in- 
creased and sellers are offering conces- 
sicns to buyers in quantity lots. Such 
consumers can obtain supplies at 13c. 
per pound and probably a shade better. 
Jobbing quantities commanded 13%c. 
per pound during the period. Demand 
is said to be very quiet at the moment. 

LAUREL.—The situation remained 
in statu quo. Fair quality material 
was at a discount and, according to the 
material offered, buyers could almost 
name their own price, within reason- 
able limits. Good quality leaves are 
rather hard to secure and commanded 
534@6%4c. per pound at the close of 
the trading period. 

PRINCE’S PINE.—Easier on _ the 
spot as supplies are under some pres- 
sure at the moment. Business was 
done on the spot at 18c. per pound and 
the quantity involved was hardly suf- 
ficient to establish a quantity quota- 
tion at that figure. However, sellers 
indicated that nothing less than that 
would be accepted on the spot at the 
close of the trading period. 

SAGE.—For good Greek  stemless 
sage, 13c. per pound; for fair quality, 
12%c. per pound; for Austrian goods, 
20c. per pound. Such were the final 
quotations in the spot market. Sup- 
plies of good quality Greek sage are 
limited, but the holding of inferior ma- 
terial is said to be large and pressing 
for sale. The consumption season is 
at hand. 

STRAMONIUM.—None of the spot 
importers are inclined to be optimistic 
as to the outlook for future supplies 
of the material. It is claimed that 
much of the material offered from 
abroad is below requirements of the 
Department of Agriculture and ship- 
pers are not guaranteeing offerings to 
pass. Hence the supply of high con- 
tent material available on the spot is 
hardly likely to increase, according to 
importers. The spot price at the close 
of the period was 35@38c. per pound, 
according to holder. 

YERBA SANTA.—Firmer at 18@20c. 
per pound and many sellers sticking 
for the outside position Some good 
business has recently been done at 19c. 
per pound and it is generally believed 
that 20c. per pound will shortly be the 
inside figure. Demand at the close of 
the period was limited to jobbing re- 
quests.

Primary market factors 
are holding for good prices and show 
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no disposition to cut values at this 
time.

One factor stated that 
he had reason to believe that the price 
on bleached root was being shaded in 
some direction on the spot. 


DOGGRASS.—Once on the incline 
the toboggan seems under full head. 
way and prices have come lower dur. 
ing the period. At the close a weak 
situation existed in a temporary pause 
at 35c. per pound, representing the in. 
side spot view. Up to 40c. per pound 
was quoted, but no sales could be econ. 
firmed at 40c. per pound. 


JALAP.—For 13 per cent. test ma- 
terial, 45c. per pound ruled on the spot 
during the training period. Up to 60¢. 
per pound was asked, according to test 
Supplies are admitted to be large, and 
from primary market reports they wil] 
be likely to increase as more settled 
conditions come in Mexico. 


RHUBARB.—During the _ training 
period, 36 cases of high dried root ar. 
rived in the spot market from the 
primary shipping point. Spot hold- 
inds are still large and inclined to 
press for sale. During the period pur. 
chases were made at as low as 7Oc. per 
pound although interests long of the 
material representing higher costs are 
inclined to hold the market up to 8c, 
per pound. Jobbing lots alone and 
very small lots at that, could command 
80c. per pound, according to the gen- 
eral run of the trade. Powdered goods 
are quoted at 85@90c. per pound. 


SARSAPARILLA.—Sold during the 
period at 36c. per pound. Up to 38e, 
per pound is asked, according to seller, 
Much of the large quantity business is 
now being transacted direct between 
first hand importers and consumers. 
The regular crude drug factors repre- 
senting the entire line of crudes have 
gradually been cut out of the large 
business formerly reaching them. 

SENEGA. — On spot quotations at 
$1.10 per pound have been heard but 
are unconfirmed in actual sales at that 
figure so far as the market in gen- 
eral is concerned. At the close of the 
period, $1.20@1.30 per pound was 
named according to dealer and most 
factors were content to hold goods. This 
was due to a feeling that prices are 
bound to work higher during the com- 
ing season. It is a feeling which 
amounts to conviction and quotees at

The increased production and ship- 
ment of crude from the Chinese mar- 
ket is thus readily seen as a factor in 
the steady declines which hi is featured 
the camphor market during the past six 
months. 

The MLOnopoly Bureau allotment for 
the September quarter is said to be as 
follows:——United States, 2.475 piculs;

CRUDE BOTANICAL DRUG INDUSTRY 


REVIEWED BY U. S. TARIFF COMMISSION 





World Trade, Production and Consumption, Imports and Exports 
Among the Subjects Treated 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23, 1920. 
The crude botanical drug industry is 
the subject of a pamphlet just issued 
by the United States Tariff Commission, 
as one in its summer series of reports, 
which also includes reports on barium 
chemicals, sugar, Canadian reciprocity 
and war minerals and agricultural prod- 


ucts. The last two have not yet ap- 
peared. 

World trade, production and consump- 
tion of crude botanical drugs are dis- 


cussed in the latest report of the com- 
mission, and imports, exports and prices 
are given for some 50 foreign and domes- 
ue articles of chief importance in the 
drug trade. These crude herbs, roots and 
leaves, says the commission, although 
48 ancient as commerce itself, are never- 
theless essential to the practice of mod- 
ern medicine

“During the war,” says the commis- 
sion, ‘‘renewed interest in drug cultiva- 
tion was manifested in the allied coun- 
tries. An especially notable feature was 
the rapid growth of the industry in 


Japan, There it has been fostered by 
very favorable climatic conditions, by 
cheap skilled agricultural labor, and. to 
some extent at least, by governmental 
aid. The newly founded Japanese 
chemical industries have also beccme 
prominent in the manufacture of a num- 
ber gof plant alkaloids and _ extracts. 
Present reports indicate that Japan in 


the future will be an important source of 
botanical drugs. 


“The domestic crude drug industry is 
of comparatively recent origin. Before 
the war a few native drugs, such as 


ginseng, cascara sagrada, and golden- 


seal, were grown on a commercial scale, 
but in general there was little or no 
competition between American crude 
drugs and those produced abroad. For- 


eign botanicals were not cultivated here 
either because of unsuitable climate or 
because our agriculture could not com- 
pete with wild or even cultivated mate- 
rials produced elsewhere by the cheap- 
est classes of labor.” 

The report takes up in detail various 
drugs and presents general information 
and statistics relative to them individ- 
ually and by classes. In this connection 
it pays attention specifically to the fol- 
lowing so-called exotic drugs not com- 
mercially cultivated in the United 
States :—Opium, coca leaves and cocaine, 
licorice root. ergot, gentian, sarsaparilla, 
buchu leaves, balsams, all included in 
schedule A of the tariff law; cinchona 
bark, nux vomica, ipecac, aconite, asafe- 
tida, manna, jalap, dandelion root 
marshmallow or althea, cardamon seeds, 
cocculus indicus, salep or salop, and 
balm of Gilead, which are on the free 
list; and the following drugs not espe- 
cially provided for:—Senna, nloes rhu- 
barb, orris root, chamomile flowers, co- 
lombo root and other foreign drugs 

The exotic drugs commercially culti- 
vated in the Tnited States are taken up 
in order as follows:—Belladonna, stra- 
monium, henbane or hyoscvamus, digi- 
talis, cannabis, levant wormseed or 
santonica. valerian, margoram,. sage and 
pyrethrum, Dalmatian or insect flowers 
The indigenous drugs dealt with in the 
report include ginseng, cascara sagrada, 
goldenseal or hydrastis, wild cherry

pusiness in industrial chemicals has 


peen slightly better during the past 


week. Many factors reported a better 
tone to the inquiry and stated that 
receiving more calls for 


they were 
and generally for larger quanti- 
ties as well. They state that while 
pysiness is still far from active in any 
sense of the word, they feel that the 
eorner has been turned and that from 
now on business will continue to im- 
prove. AS predicted some time ago in 
this column the new prices for caustic 
soda and ash are rumored to be con- 
siderably higher than those which the 
producers quoted on contract a year 
ago. As soon as these prices were re- 
ported as announced the expected buy- 
ing movement began to be felt and 
trading in these two important items 
was better at the close of the week than 
it had been for some little time. Bleach 
has not yet been offered on contract. 
The exposition, from the standpoint 
of the chemical manufacturer, seemed 
to be even more of a success than was 
anticipated. Out-of-town buyers were 
noted in large numbers and some of 
the exhibitors report considerable busi- 
ness With these factors closed at the 
show. The progress of the industry 
has been remarkable since the last 
exposition held in New York two years 
ago, and no more graphic demonstra- 
tion of this fact is needed than the 
sight of the interested crowd which 
gathered around the principal displays. 
Of course downtown business was 
more or less interrupted by 
that many traders spent the week at 
the Palace, but on the whole it has 
been far from a bad week in the spot 


+ 


market. 
Most of the finer chemicals on the 

list also felt the effects of a slow re- 

newal of the buying movement. There 
have been more inquiries in the mar- 
ket, and while as yet there has been 
little result in actual trading from the 

calls, it is believed that it is only a 

question of days before practically all 

items will again be moving in the usual 
volume. The summer slump, which 
has been unusually prolonged this year, 
has apparently closed, and from now 
on the produccrs and dealers feel that 
they will do More business and handle 
larger quantities of the various ma- 
terials than they have at any time dur- 
ing the summer. Prices on most items 
tend to firm up slightly and the whole 
trend of the market has been toward 
better business and firmer values. 

The following index numbers have 
been compiled from 25 representative 
chemicals. They indicate the general 
situation in the market. The normal 
index number is predicated on prices

AQUA AMMONIA.—Remained very 
firm during the entire week. Most of 
the producers are now able to offer 
fairly prompt, and this fact has cut 


into the spot price for carboys to some 
extent. Drum business was accepted 
at 9c. per pound for 26 degrees during 
the week. 

SAL AMMONIAC, — Better offerings 
of this material are now available than 
have been noted in some little time. 
Trading has been slow but there have 
been some fairly good orders closed 
during the period. Prices on gray and 
white are lower at 12c. and 131g¢c, per 
pound respectively. The lump grade 
is being quoted at 22'%4c. per pound but 
supplies are heavier than the demand 
warrants and prices are weak at this 
level, 

ANTIMONY.—Business in needle an- 


timony was still possible in a small 
way at 12c. per pound. Spot lots 
changed hands at this figure during 


the period, The leading factors, how- 
ever, are generally quoting on the basis 
of 13c. per pound for this grade. Ox- 
ide is steady in makers’ hands and is 
offered at not less than l4c. per pound. 
Sulphurets are attracting little or no 
attention. 

ARGOLS.—There has been no change 
in the prices of the leading importers 
of this material. They are holding at 
the former levels of 10%c. per pound. 
There has, however, been less demand 
during the past two or three weeks as 
the heavy consuming season is over and 
the market has settled down to routine 
small lot trading. 

ARSENIC. — The market for white 
arsenic is stronger than it has been. 
Better inquiry is noted and there are 
fewer distressed lots in the market. 
In fact, most of the supplies available 
are apparently in very firm hands at 
present. The makers are now quoting 
on the basis of 15c. per pound and re- 
sellers are asking the same for spot 
lots. Makers cannot as yet make prompt 
deliveries. Red arsenic remains weak 


on an almost total lack of demand. 
Prices on it are now firm at l6éc. per 
pound. 


BARIUM CHLORIDE.—Larger offers 
are available and with the edge off the 
demand and many of the consumers 
now taken care of it was possible to 
do as low as $125 per ton for white 
crystals. Makers are generally holding 
at $140 per ton but imported goods are 
available in large volume and this has 
forced spot levels lower than those of 
the makers. Carbonate is fairly firm 
at $90 per ton. Binoxide remains quiet 
and steady at 22'%c. per pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—No offers 
of consequence were reported. Goods 
to arrive within the week were sold 
at 8c. per pound, New York. This was 
the only lot available so far as could 
be ascertained, Makers have announced 
no prices for 1921 contracts, as yet. 
The market remains very tight. 

BRIMSTONE.—Unchanged since the 
last report and moving steadily at ap- 
proximately $20 per ton. Makers are 
doing all of the business and generally 
on a shipment basis. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Makers are sell- 
ing moderate quantities at 8%4c. per 
pound for 99 per cent, !arge crystals. 
Trading has been routine during the 
week but contract withdrawals are 
good and there is little accumulation 
of supplies in spite of the fact that 
this is the off season for the material. 

BORDEAUX MIXTURE.—Makers of 
insecticides are doing little at present 
and this material remained quiet and 
very easy throughout the period. Sell- 
ing interests are still asking on the 
basis of 13c. per pound for paste and 
17c. per pound for powder. There is 
little in the way of carlot business at 
present. 

CADMIUM SULPHIDE.—Offered by 
the makers at the former levels of $1.75 
per pound. Business is about as usual 
and while large lots are not being taken 
a fair accumulation of small orders was 
reported by leading factors during the 
period. 

CALCIUM CARBIDE.—The produc- 
ers are offering on the basis of 4c. 
per pound for forward shipment. They 
are also selling moderate amounts 
prompt at the same levels. Offers of 
spot lots were heard during the past 
week at 5c. per pound and up but at- 
tracted little attention excepting among 
exporters. A fair volume of export was 
reported as closed in some directions 
during the period, 

CALCIUM CHLORIDE.—Offered by 
the producers from works at $30 per 
ton and on spot at $33 per ton. There 
has been little doing during the period 
but supplies are by no means in ad- 
vance of the demand and the market 
has remained very firm throughout the 
week. Sellers report a fairly good con- 
suming call and some business for ex- 
port.

CARBON, BISULPHIDE.—The pro- 
ducers of this material are doing the 
usual run of small lot business. They 
are very firm in their ideas of prices 
as they can well afford to be for there 
are practically no supplies in the hands 
of resellers. Trades were made on 
spot at 84%Cc. pound while a shade lower 
was quoted on a contract basis. 

CARBON TETRACHLORIDE.—The 
producers of this material have held 
prices firm at 13\%c. per pound through- 
out the period. Odd lots which could 
nave been picked up at 13c. per pound 
a week ago have practically disap- 
peared from the market which has 
gradually moved into firmer hands. 
Prices are now entirely in control of 
the makers who state that the high 
price of their raw materials will hold 
them firm for some time to come. 

CHLORINE.—Producers are quoting 
at 9%ec. per pound for moderate to 
large on spot. The contract market 
has not yet opened for deliveries into 
next year, but it is understood that 
prices for that business will be slightly 
lower than those quoted on spot busi- 
ness. Producers state that they are 
doing a fairly good business for bleach- 
ing and the usual deliveries on their 
water purification contracts, 

CHROME ACETATE.—Sellers’ of 
this material are still offering at the 
former level of 3c. per pound. There 
has been no large business for some 





little time back, but- prices remain 
steady at the old levels. 
COPPER CARBONATE.—Offers are 
heard at as low as 25c. per pound al- 
though some of the producers are still 
quotin yn the basis of 27c. per pound, 
there is little busi and fairly good 
offers are heard the lower figure. 
Selling pressure has been in evdence to 
some extent on second hand parcels. 
COPPERAS.—Resale lots are to be 
had at 2c. per pound works, and while 


the producers are still three months 
i in their contracts in some 
ther ar better supplie 
je prompt and no demand to 
speak of was felt during the period. 
Price are quoted ranging from 2c. per 
pound to 214c. per pound, according to 
quantity and position of the material. 
“ETHYL ACETATE.—The leading 
producers of this material are now 
offering on the basis of $1.25 per gal- 
lon for the commercial grade. They re- 
port the usual demand and _ prices 
steady on the costs of production. 
FERRIC CHLORIDE.—Offers of the 
crystals are still heard at the former 
levels of 10%c. per pound, while the 
liquid is generally quoted on the basis 
of 7c. per pound. There has been only 
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the routine business during the week 
and little has been done on large lots 
or supplies for forward shipments. 

FLUORSPAR. — No supplies were 
offered during the period and prices re- 
main wholly nominal. Makers of acid 
and fluorides state that they are hav- 
ing considerable difficulty in keeping 
up with their orders on account of this 
shortage. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—Demand con- 
tinues excellent and there has been 
more business offered during the past 
week than any one can take care of. 
Supplies are still hard to locate, and 
while prices are nominally at 2%c. per 
pound works, there is little doubt that 
spot goods would bring better values 
if any such were offered. Prompt 
shipments can be had in one or two 
directions, but most factors are still 
forced to quote for delivery well in 
the future. 

LEAD ACETATE.—Producers have 
as yet made no changes in their prices 
and are offering the material at 16c. per 
pound for the white crystals. There 
are few resale lots in the market which 
can be had a shade lower and with the 
demand very iight, these lots are 
hampering the producers in disposing 
of their supplies at the schedule price. 

LEAD ARSENATE.—Little demand 
was felt and producers state that they 
are doing only the usual small off-sea- 
son business. Trading was done at 1lc. 
per pound for paste in one direction, 
but most of the makers are unable to 


meet that figure on account of the 
present value of arsenic. The powder 
is quoted at 22@26c. per pound as to 
seller 


LIME ACETATE.—Producers are 
known to be fairly well supplied with 
the material which is not moving very 
heavily at present. Offers from out- 
side of the regular producing channels 


were heard during the period, but 
prices on these remained at the levels 
quoted by the largest makers. The 


quotations of these factors still stand 
at 3%c. per pound 

LIME SULPHUR SOLUTION. — 
Little was done with this material dur- 
ing the past week and it is very hard to 
move it at present. Some small busi- 
ness was taken care of at 17c. per gal- 
lon, but in the off-season there is little 
prospect of large lot trading. 

NICKEL OXIDE.—Business has con- 
tinued along the usual channels and 
prices are maintained by the makers 
on the basis of 57c. per pound. Larger 
orders were not heard of in any direc- 
tion during the past week.

This Is especially true of trading on 
Spot which has been very slow through- 
out. Makers of the mineral acids have 
Benerally held steady at low prices for 
aan ume back and are reported as 

ng a considerable volume of busi- 
meee for forward delivery. Muriatic 
~~ scarce on spot and while lower prices 
are named in some directions, the bulk 
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of the large dealers who have supplies 
are asking well above the prices named 
by the market for deliveries on con- 


tract. The other mineral acids re- 
mained firm but in these producers are 
more or less in control. ‘They are able 


to make prompt shipments and are tak- 
ing care of the great bulk of the spot 
business as well as practically every- 
thing for forward delivery. The best 
that the dealers could do during the 
week was a rather small export trade 
which is usually handled in this way. 

In the finer acid list, there has been 
little aside from the usual small lot 
business. Trading has been limited 
to consuming quantities and the re- 
quirements of consumers have been by 
no means heavy. Selling pressure is 
still in evidence in some directions. The 
feature of the week was the further 
reduction in the price of citric which 
was cut another 5c. per pound by the 
makers. Apparently these factors are 
anxious to dispuse once and for all of 
the imported material. Heavy losses 
are Known to have been taken on im- 
ported supplies by many factors who 
stocked heavily early in the season. 
There has been very little do.ng during 
the entire season and most of the re- 
sellers have been trying desperately 
to dispose of their stocks. Much the 
same thing is true in the case of tar- 
taric which is also week. There was 
no makers’ reduction in this material 
during the period but trading has been 
slow and _ inactive, Oxalic remains 
week as do most of the other items. 
Phosphoric in the higher grades is in 
some request, but trading here is 
hampered by the shortage of material 
for immediate delivery. ee

CHEMICALS FROM WASTE 


Glasgow Recovers Valuable Products 
from Gas Residuals—May 
Make Dyes 


The Chemical Works Department of 
Glasgow Corporation, which was _insti- 
tuted about 18 months ago, as an ad- 
junct of its gas department, for the 
purpose of manufacturing chemicals 
from the gas residuals, will, it is ex- 
pected, help to reduce the cost of gas 
to consumers, states Consul George E. 
Chamberlin, from Glasgow, Scotland, in 
a recent consular report. It was the 
custom until about a year ago for the 
corporation to dispose of the residuals 
to private firms, from which it received 
a sum for the use of the buildings and 
equipment and a certain amount for the 
materials. When the Chemical Depart- 
ment was formed experiments were 
earried out which resulted so favorably 
that the municipality decided to termi- 
nate the contracts with the private firms 
and to undertake the whole of the work 
itself.

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The Mexican Oil Situation 





Many Americans would no more attempt to under- 
stand the Mexican political situation than to com- 
prehend that of Ireland, which is admitted to always 
be a sealed mystery to all outsiders. There have 
been pessimists who have jumped at the conclusion 
that the political changes which have recently oc- 
curred beyond the Rio Grande would not in any 
way result in improved business conditions in the 
Mexican Republic—this in spite of the claims of 
those now in control in that country that they intend 
to inaugurate a programme along constructive lines 
and to in every way aid in the development of the 
great natural resources of the country. There seems, 
however, to be no reason for viewing the situation 
with discouragement. 


More than anything else just at the present time 
Mexico is interested in the development of its oil re- 
sources. While Mexico has been a producer of pre- 
cious metals since ages before the white man landed 
on this side of the world, and while its wonderful de- 
posits of gold and silver have never been prospected, 
much less developed, it is to oil and not metals that 
it must turn for readily available wealth, and it takes 
no student of Mexico’s mixed politics to realize that 


Mexico needs money, needs it badly and needs it 
at once. 


A telegram from the City of Mexico says that 
one of the first changes to follow the establishment 
of the new regime in Mexico has been the re-estab- 
lishment of an export tax on petroleum and a lottery 
tax. There can be no doubt of the practicality of 
the tax collector who, in that country, turned for 
ready money to petroleum and lottery tickets. The 
world is eager to buy every drop of Mexican oil that 
can be produced, and the Mexican will buy lottery 
tickets as long as he has a real. There is no danger 
of the new government interfering with the sale of 
lottery tickets; and, by the same token, it is not to 
be expected that the production of revenue-producing 
oil is going to be seriously interfered with. 

Given fair treatment which will enable them to 
do business and the oil producers of Mexico will 
make no objection to a fair export tax. 

It is not the news from the City of Mexico that is 
the best evidence of the improved oil situation south 
of the Rio Grande, but the news from the fields. 
Tampico is the oil capital of Mexico.today. Some 
day greater fields than those of this section may be

discovered, and the oil capital of the country may 
change; however, that is of and for the future. Tam- 
pico is the oil center now, and from Tampico come 
most encouraging reports. The Tampicco corre- 
spondent of the Reporter sends the news that petro- 
leum production in Mexico is responding to the 
changed political conditions in the country to a greater 
extent than even the most optimistic of the men en- 
gaged in the industry expected. This answers the 
doubting Thomases. It is announcced that explora- 
tions for oil are to be made at once from Tampico 
north to the river and over an enormous scope of 
country lying south of the Tampico fields. The ex- 
perts say that the extent of the oil wealth of this coun- 
try which proper development would reveal is too 
great to be estimated. The great Baku field has had 
its day of glory, in spite of the fact that its possibil- 
ities—with up-to-date methods such as American oil 
men would employ—are still great. Many of the 
fields in this country are showing a constantly dimin- 
ishing yield that is alarming. The whole world is be- 
ing prospected for oil as far as war conditions will 
allow, but in no other land are there such potential- 
ities as exist in Mexico. 

Assuming that Mexico has at last awakened to a 
realization of how greatly the blindness of its former 
leaders has interfered with the development of the 
country and that there is a real disposition on the 
part of the new regime to move forward along the 
road of progress and civilization, it is to be hoped 
that no rivalry or misunderstandings among Ameri- 
cans engaged in the oil business in that country will 
be permitted to interfere with progress. That there 
have been conflicts between American oil interests 
operating itt Mexico is no secret. There has been 
little heard of this for some time, however, and from 
Wall Street-—and Wall Street usually hears the 
news—comes the suggestion that the absence of dis- 
cussion of the conflicting claims of rival American 
oil interests in Mexico suggests that harmony has 
been restored and that in the near future some an- 
nouncement to this effect will be made. 


It is hoped that all the news is true; that the 
leaders in Mexico have at last seen a great white 
light; that prospecting and development work are to 
be pushed rapidly, and that there will be no clash of 
American interests to cause friction or delay.

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Record Breaking Month wisest 

Last month was a remarkable one in the history of 
the petroleum industry in this country. Never be- 
fore since the first well was sunk in the United 





States was there as much drilling in pragress as there 
was during August and a record breaking number 
of wells was completed. The reports show that 
there were 3,512 wells completed east of the Rocky 
Mountains during the month. It is true that the 
great majority of these wells are small producers, 
but the aggregate of the increased production is 
very large. 

In all sections of the country where there are any 
indications of oil, prospecting is going on; and 
wildcat wells are being sunk. In every proven field 
more rigs are busy than ever before. In the West 
and South a great deal of drilling is going on; and 
it is interesting to note that the greatest number of 
wells completed during August in the first district 
was in the old Pennsylvania field, which has been 
producng longer than any field in this country. Oil 
is at a price that makes even the smallest well a 
valuable property, and work is being pushed just 
as actively in the old fields of the Middle West as 
in the newer fields in which every driller hopes to 
bring in a gusher.

If these stories 
are to be swallowed without a grain of salt it would 
seem that there will be no necessity in the future of 
that country importing anything. 

One of the latest yarns is to the effect that Ger- 
many is going to be able to get along without coal 
or oil. If they could only believe it this would cer- 
tainly be pleasing news to the French who so great- 
ly covet the coal fields of the defeated nation. The 
consumption of oil is increasing so rapidly, and its 
price, all over the world, is mounting so high that, 
if Germany is not going to need any oil, the rest of 
the world will be extremely well satisfied. 

The story is that in Germany are inexhaustible de- 
posits of lignite that have never been considered of 
any value at all; but now—so we are told—a Ger- 
man professor has invented a process by which he 
is going to extract gas from lignite which is to sup- 
ply gas turbine engines which run all the railroads 
of the country, and incidentally in the process there 
will be all the fuel oil and lubricating oil produced 
that Germany will need. No more will Germany 
need coal, it is announced. She will sell that at a 
high price to foreigners and then bankrupt them by 
underselling them with goods in the manufacture of 
which power is obtained ridiculously cheap from the 
once despised lignite. Also she will get more oil 
out of her laboratories than the rest of the world can 
get out of the sands of Mother Earth. 

There is no doubt but that the German chemist is 
an expert when it comes to the production of 
“Ersatz.” He had plenty of opportunity to test 
his powers in this line during the war; but the war- 
time activities in the German laboratories did not 
produce any satisfactory substitute for either coal or 
oil: and the whole world may be expected to take 
the stand of the man from Missouri and desire to be 
shown before it believes the tales that are now being 
told. There is nothing particularly new in the 
claim that someone has discovered something to 
take the place of gasoline or fuel oil, and all these 
stories do not come from the country with which we 
are still theoretically at war. There are some do- 
mestic romancers who are perhaps quite’ as proficient 
as the Berlin variety. 

If some German has discovered a cheap substi- 
tute for coal and oil he has not only saved his 
country from impending ruin, but has performed a 
service to humanity that will place him high in the 
Hall of Fame.

REFINED PRODUCTS 

Gasoline and kerosene are firming up, reflecting 
the situation usually found when stocks become 
lighter. Before the freight rates were increased by 
railroads, and for a time immediately preceding this 
action, refiners shipped out large stocks; today, jt 
was reported, they were not selling over four and 
five carloads to a jobber. The announcement of a 
cut in the prices of automobiles is expected to en. 
courage larger use of gasoline, as it is seen that buy. 
ers of cars, who were deferring purchases, will be. 
come interested. Of course, the improvement antici. 
pated will not set in immediately, for developments 
of that kind are gradual, though attaining greater 
momentum as time progresses. 

The cost of barrels has again been raised, affecting 
wooden cooperage. Naphthas and gaso!-ne to tle 
jobbing trade are involved. 

Shippers of case goods to the trade, among them 
refiners of gasoline, have been encountering the an- 
noyance of scarcity of cases, and they are pressed to 
fill the orders for export now on their books. 


Fuel oil is scarce, and has been for some time, 
A large producer has not been in the market fora 


number of months. The demand has not been heavy 
and of late the tone of the market has registered 
weakness. 

Wax market conditions are dull and the tone is 
far from satisfactory, for there has been no recovery 
from recent low levels. The latter part of the week, 
not only in wax, but in all the refined products, was 
unusually quiet, it being the eve of the national con- 
vention of the Independent Oil Men’s Association, 
which is a time when a number of the most active 
factors are absent from the city. 

Cylinder oils were fairly steady, but the bloom- 
less products were weaker. Petrolatums and heavy 
white mineral medicinal oils were also firm. It is seen

Extract from D. R. Semmes’ Paper on 
Possibilities in Northern 


Alabama 


The possible oil territory of Alabama can 
be readily divided into two regions the 
Paleozoic area of the north, and the Coastal 
Plain vrovince of Cretaceous and younger 
formations lying to the south This latter 
area has received much attention in the last 
few years and has been described by a num 
ber of writers.* Although the possibilities 
of the Cretaceous series have been much em- 
phasized by recent writers, the fact remains 
that the two or, possibly, three localities 
where oil or gas have been found in anything 
like paying quantities are confined to the area 
of Carboniferous rocks Moreover, almost al! 
f the oil seeps and a gvod percentage of the 
gas seeps are confined to this area.t 

The area the writer considers most favor- 
able for future testing ts the northwestern 
portion of the State, where the Trenton Iime- 
stone would be the producing horizon Even 
this area is not without its disadvantages. 
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The degree of metamorphism increases not 
only near areas of deformation but in depth 
in any locality. Therefore the degree ef 
métamorphism of the Ordovician formations, 
once covered to great depth by the Pennsy]- 
vanian series, may be much greater than is 
indicated by the Pennsylvanian coals, in 
which case commercial accumulations would 
be improbable. Moreover, there is a poss:- 
bility of an unconformity below the Silurian. 
Nevertheless, considering the structure, the 
lithologic character of the section, and the 
evidence of the carbon ratios of the overlying 
Pennsylvanian coals, the area is undoubtedly 
worthy of further tests, provided they be well 
located on carefully determined structure. 
In addition to this area, the Coal Measures, 
where exposed in Winston, Marion and Fay- 
ette counties, should be well worth testing, 
especially where drilling is continued to suffi- 
cient depths to test the Hartselle and the 
Trenton horizons. 


Extract From the Paper of C. J. 
Hicks, of the Standard Oil of 


New Jersey

Extract From the Paper of O. U. 
Bradley on Casinghead Gas 
Industry 


The most important factors are the quan- 
tity of casinghead gas available and the con- 
ditions that will have a material bearing on 
its future supply, such as location of field, 
depth of oil wells, initial rock pressure, thick- 
ness and porosity of oil sands, relative position 
of oil and gas strata in the sand, grade of oil, 
life of oil wells, location and rapidity of water 
infiltration, vacuum carried, and regularity of 
its application. More mistakes have been 
made in the estimation of the available sup- 
ply of gas than in any other feature of the 
business. It is at once appreciated that as 
close a determination as possible of the mar- 
ketable quantity of casinghead gas is of ex- 
treme importance. When volume tests are 
made, it should be remembered that orifice 
tests of built-up pressure of casinghead gas 
on individual wells do not necessarily indicate 
the performance of these wells under vacuum 
conditions. The application of the vacuum 
frequently increases the volume of both oii 
and casinghead gas temporarily, but the ef- 
fects of the continuous operation of wells un 
der a vacuum cannot be clearly defined, as 
it is an open question as to when and under 
what conditions a vacuum should be applied 
to oil wells in order to produce the maximum 
extraction of both oil and casinghead gas. 

The exploitation of casinghead gas is quite 
different from ordinary mining operations, as 
available sources of supply are not susceptible 
to exact measurements, like ore in a mine, for 
example, which may be developed by shafts 
and drifts, blocked out by raises and winzes, 
sampled and assayed, and the mineral content 
closely estimated. Casinghead gas, technically 
speaking, is not in place, cannot be stored, 
and, therefore, must be treatea and disposed 
of at once after being brought to the sur- 
face. Many casinghead gasoline plants have 
been designed and erected for the treatment 
of a certain estimated quantity of gas, which 
after two or three months have found that the 
supply of gas has decreased more than 50 
per cent., necessitating the dismantling and 
removal of several units of the equipment, or 
having on hand surplus machinery, which 
imposes a considerable handicap on the profit- 
able operation of the business. In the case 
of many plants in Oklahoma, if conservative 
engineering estimates has been made at the 
beginning of operations, a smaller plant would 
have been installed and additions made there- 
to, in case the supply of gas justified them 


Extract From the Paper of J. E. 
Hackford, of London,on Nature 
of Coal : 


It took ten years’ Itigation to decide whether 
the New Brunswick oxykerite was coal or 
bitumen Similar instances are given by L 
lL. Hutchinson in the case of the Jackford 
Valley, the Impson Valley, etc. A similar 
case of a thiokerite is a deposit in Nova Zem- 
where coal suitable for metal smelting 
reported to be situated near an ore de- 

Samples of this deposit were forwarded 
to the writer and yielded on analysis:—Ash, 
0.72 per cent.; sulphur, 15.54 per cent.; nitro- 
gen, 0.76 per cent. The sample possessed a 
bright luster and had the appearance of a 
bright soft coal It was, however, totally in 
soluble in solvents and on heating gave off 
little gas. No oil whatever was evolved; in 
fact, the sample behaved in nearly every re- 
spect like anthracite. The volatile matter 
was only 1.8 per cent. However, from a com- 
parison with certain experiments then in prog- 
ress, it was decided that the material was a 
kerite A subsequent geological examination 
showed the deposits to occur in small lenses 
in a metamorphosed deep-sea limestone, which 
contained none of the depositional associate of 
coal and, in fact, confirmed the oil origin of 
the deposit. This is regarded as a pure sam- 
ple of thiokerite. It is probably true that 
certain so-called coals from Colombia that 
have a sulphur content of 13 per cent. are 
simply thiokerites.

Samuel S. Wyer, of Columbus, Ohio, a con- 
sulting engineer, was on the witness stand 
a whole half day testifying to his qualifica- 
tions to give textbook definitions of gas terms. 
Called as a witness for Pennsylvania by At- 
torney A. Leo Weil, acting for the State 
Attorney-General, Mr. Wyer at length was 
permitted to begin giving his definitions. Mr. 
Hoffheimer objected vigorously, terming the 
definitions irrelevant and immaterial. 


Within eighteen months after the provisions 
of the Steptoe law became operative, there 
would net be any natural gas from West 
Virginia available for transportation to con- 
sumers in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiena or 
elsewhere, according to J. K. Anderson, con- 
sulting engineer of Clarksburg, W. Va., an- 
other witness before the master. 

According to Mr. Anderson, consumers in 
West Virginia now would be increased by 
industrial concerns which would be attracted 
to that State by the low price of fuel and the 
possibility of obtaining enough natural gas 
in winter to operate their plants It would 
be but a short time, he said, until these con- 
sumers would use all the gas available from 
West Virginia during the winter months, the 
Steptoe law providing that all the require- 
ments of West Virginia consumers must be 
met before any West Virginia gas is trans- 
ported outside of the State. 


Law Would Cause Suffering 


More than 2,406,000 persons in Pennsyl- 
vania and 4,429,380 in Ohio would suffer dur- 
ing winter months were the Steptoe law en- 
forced, Mr. Anderson testified. He stated 40 
per cent. of all natural gas used in Penn- 
sylvania comes from West Virginia and a 
large proportion of that used in Ohio is trans- 
ported from West Virginia, and to deprive the 
people of these States of the proportion of 
their requirements of natural gas would result 
in a great hardship and force these consumers 
to turn to other fuel. 

There are over 480,000 consumers of natural 
gas in Pennsylvania and nearly 900,000 in 
Ohio, according to figures presented by Mr 
Anderson. The government figures that five 
persons enjoy the use of natural gas for every 
consumer listed, hence the large number of 
persons directly affected by any enforcement 
of the Steptoe law. 

In commenting upon the financial loss in- 
volved should the Steptoe act be enforced, Mr. 
Anderson stated a large part of the homes 
and industries in Pennsylvania and Ohio de- 
pending upon natural gas for fuel would have 
to be changed should the natural gas service 
become so unsatisfactory through operation 
of the Steptoe law as to be _ useless. He 
states appliances, chimneys and flues would 
have to be changed at a great expense to the 
consumers, as most houses now are construct- 
ed with small flues, which would not operate 
with other fuel than natural gas. 

Hospitals, schoels and other public build- 
ings in Pennsylvania and Ohio are vitally 
interested in obtaining a supply of hatural 
gas from West Virginia, Mr. Anderson as- 
serted, and he said enforcement of the Steptox 
law would add great expense to the opera- 
tion of these buildings and institutions through 
increased cost of fuel and changes necessary.

Failing Natural Gas Supply 


Eugene P. Whitcomb, of Pittsburgh, presi- 
dent of the Union Natural Gas Corporation, 
was another witness at the hearing. He said 
that if his company was denied natural gas 
from West Virginia, as might be the case 
should the Steptoe law be enforced, it would 
mean ruin and demoralization of the gas com- 
panies connected with the Union Natural Gas 
Corporation doing business in the southern 
district of Ohio and in Indiana. Compressing 
stations had been built and pipelines laid pri- 
marily for the handling of gas from West 
Virginia, he said, and should this gas be cut 
off the pecuniary loss to his company would 
be approximately $6,521,254. 

Mr. Whitcomb, remarking upon the failing 
natural gas supply, said serious consideration 
must be given the erection of plants to pro- 
duce mixed, artificial and natural gas. This 
mixture, he said, would not be as rich ase 
natural gas and would not have as high a 
heating value, yet it would cost much more. 
All means are being employed, according to 
Mr. Whitcomb, to develop new fields, but the 
number of consumers is increasing while th« 
supply is decreasing. 

Mr. Whitcomb said in the period from 1910 
to 1915 the cost of drilling gas wells aver 
aged from $5,500 to $6,500 a well, and from 
1915 to the present time the cost was from 
$12,000 to $15,000. He said the wells drilled 
prior to 1915 produced about three times as 
much gas as is now produced by wells which 
cost from $12,000 to $15,000 to drill, hence 
the real cost of the gas was six times as 
great now as prior to 1915. 

Enforcement of the law, therefore, Mr 
Whitcomb said, would not only reduce the 
supply of natural gas to the vast industria! 
district of Pittsburgh to such an extent as to 
make the service there too unsatisfactory to 
be of general use, but also would shut off 
entirely the natural gas supply in Dayton, 
Lancaster and other towns in Ohio and in 
> New Castle and other points in In- 
iana,

“Petroleum in 1918" Is Title of New 
Government Publication—Valu- 


able Figures 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22, 1920. 

The United States Geological Survey 
has just published a 200-page booklet en- 
titled “Petroleum in 1918.” This con- 
stitutes a portion of the general volume 
of mineral resources of the United States, 
and includes text, tables and illustrations 
descriptive of activities during that year 
in every branch of the petroleum indus- 
try in this and foreign countries. A com- 
plete resume of the situation is presented 
in the introduction, followed by a general 
statement on production in the United 
States, statistics being tabulated by 
States and by oil fields. Data is also 
given on stocks and storage of crude oil 
and refined products in the various dis- 
tricts and fields, petroleum operators’ 
statistics covering the pipe line flows, 
summary of wells drilled. etc., and prices 
prevailing in 1917 and 1918 in the dif- 
ferent sections of the country. 


The latest available official figures of 
world production of petroleum (for 1918) 
are shown, as well as figures showing 
total world production from 1857 to 1918. 
The report then goes into the foreign 
situation, quoting from Consular reports, 
official foreign government reports and 
reports appearing in the Oil, Paint and 
Prug Reporter and other domestic and 
foreign publications, concerning the de- 
velopment of the petroleum industry, 
granting of concessions, discoveries, etc., 
in Canada. Mexico, the West Indies, Cen- 
tral and South America, Eurasia, Africa 
and Oceania.

Increase in Production of Petroleum 
in the Japanese Fields Reported 
by Mining Bureau 


The Japanesee Mining Bureau states 
that there has lately been a steady re- 
covery in the crude oil production in the 
country’s fields. During the first five 
months of the year the output has been 
783,000 koku (a koku is about 40 gal- 
lons). The figures are an increase on 
the production for the corresponding 
months of last year, and this increase is 
the result of the more strenuous efforts 
now being made by the leading com- 
panies to find fresh producing districts 
At Urayama the Nippon Oil Co. has ob- 
tained a new pool, which already yields 
120 koku daily, while at Toyokawa the 
Hoden Oil Co. has recently completed 
a well with a production of 80 koku daily.

CARRANZA DECREE 
UPHELD BY COURT 


Important Ruling by District 
Court on Article 27 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 23, 1926. 

The Carranza decree interpreting arti- 

cle 27 of the Constitution was upheld 
today by a decision of the District Court 
in the case of the Transcontinental Oj] 
Co., a subsidiary of Standard Oil, vgs 
the Mexican Government. The Carranza 
decrees, which provide for national own- 
ership of subsoil petroleum rights, re- 
quire that claimants of oil lands declare 
their discovery to the proper authorities 
and pre-empt them, in order to establish 
title. In Mexican mining law this js 
“denouncing” the property. 
_ Today’s decision is most important, for 
it was made in a test case. The court 
ruled that, where outsiders had de 
nounced a company’s property, after the 
company had failed to comply with the 
required denouncement proceedings, the 
outsiders had ebtained title to the prop 
erty. 

The Transcontinental Co., which had 
failed to denounce its property, contended 
that, if article 27 is applied retroactively, 
it is confiscatory. The Transcontinental 
will appeal to the Supreme Court of 
Mexico.

MONTEREY, Mex., Sept. 18, 1920.

Favorable geological reports as to the 
existence of oil in the territory border- 
ing the Gulf of California, on the main- 
land side, have been made by a govern- 
ment commission. It is stated that test 
wells will be drilled at several points on 
the Gulf of California and lower down on 
the Gulf coast of Mexico. Deep drilling 
is also to be done in the States of_Ta- 
basco and Campeche, where the _ Lord 
Cowdray interests have been producing 
small quantities of oil from shallow wells 
for many years. 


ALVARADO TALKS 
OF HIS COUNTRY 


Minister of Finance Answers 
Questions Concerning Mexi- 
can Affairs 


Alvarado, Minister 
of Finance of Mexico, answered a ques- 
tionnaire submitted to him by the Re- 
porter on the occasion of his recent visit 
to New York city, where he maintained 
headquarters at the Hotel Commodore. 
The General answered most of the ques- 
tions, all of which pertained to condi- 
tions in, and the attitude of. Mexico. 

The first questions related to the opera- 
tions of outlaws. He said:—‘‘The men- 
ace of outlaws in Tuxpan and the Tam- 
pico oil fields has disappeared entirely, 
and a complete peace reigns in all that 
section of the country. as well as_ the 
whole Mexican Republic There will be 
no attempt made to collect taxes from 
oil companies that paid to outlaw chiefs, 
as the policy of the present_ Mexican 
government is conciliatory, and not op- 
pressive.” 

Questioned regarding the shipments of 
oil out of Mexico, and the effect of the 
bubonic plague on that industry, he 
said:—‘*Mexico is shipping more _ oil to- 
day than a year ago. The bubonic 
plague did not make serious inroads in 
Mexico. as it was checked by the sani- 
tary authorities. Vera Cruz was the only 
port to suffer. and then for only a few 
days. as all available means were used 
to end it. It had no effect in the oil dis- 
tricts.””

finances he said:—‘“‘The Mexican gov- 
ernment has undergone a very serious 
strain, due mostly to the payment of 
rebel forces that submitted to the new 
government. Fortunately enough, all ob-

The revenues can be esti- 
mated above fifteen millions pesos a 
month, and expenses are about the same.”

An enormous scope of territory situat- 
ed between Tampico and the Rio Grande 


is to be explored for petroleum by the 
Mexican Petroleum Co. and other big 
operating concerns that already possess 
extensive oil holdings in the region ly- 


ing to the south of Tampico. It has 
long been known that petroleum and 
liquid asphalt seepages existed on the 
Rusias ranch of 2.000,000 acres, border- 
ing the Soto la Marina River. Until 
recently attempts to lease this property 
for oil development purposes were un- 
successful. It is noW stated that the 
Mexican Petroleum Co. has obtained a 


lease of the oil rights on 750,000 acres 
and will begin an extensive well drilling 
campaign as soon as the equipment can 
be shipped in and _ installed. If the 
theory that the trend of the oil pools is 
toward the north is correct it may mean 
that the producing territory will be 
brought much closer to the United States 
than at present. The land which the 
Mexican Petroleum Co. has just leased 
runs to within about 150 miles of the 
lower Texas border. Should the tests in 
the new region prove successful the open- 
ing of a new deep water port near the 
mouth of the Soto la Marina River 
probably would be brought about. In 
early times the town of Soto la Marina 
was one of the most important ports of 
Mexico. The river of that name is 
navigable for small boats for nearly 100 
miles from its mouth. By dredging the 
bar where it empties into the gulf it 
would be made possible for ocean-going 
steamships to enter and navigate the 
river to Soto la Marina, it is stated. At 
present there is no railroad outlet for 
the territory where it is proposed to 
carry on extensive oil explorations. The 


Mexican Government is considering the 
project, however, of constructing a line 
from Tampico to Matamoros, near the 
mouth of the Rio Grande. The route of 
this proposed road is through the heart 
of the prospective petroleum producing 
region.

Japan Pushing Prospecting in 


the Interior of Formosa 
TOKIO, Japan. Aug. 17, 1920. 

Japanese oil fields’ production has often 
registered declines since the beginning of 
this year. Especially since the com- 
mencement of the present financial crisis 
in March it has often been reported to 
have fallen off markedly by the industry 
But the Mining Lureau in its report is- 
sued today states that the production of 
petroleum in Japan, viewed as a whole, 


is not unsatisfactory and the petroleum 
industry itself has felt no serious shock 
of bad times. The total production of 


crude oil in the first half of 1920 was 
only a slight decline of 0.1 per cent. 
The Mining Bureau’s report says that 
the production of oil in June amounted 
to 147,752 koku (koku equals 39.7033 gal- 
lions); the figure having brought up the 


total production of crude oil in Japan 
during the first half of 1920 to 931,899 


koku, a decrease of '0.1 per cent. as com- 
pared with the first half of 1919. This 
means that the production in the earlier 
months of the year was large enough to 
offset the decrease witnessed | since 
April. 

Once more the attention of the petro- 
leum industry in Japan is directed to 
Taiwan or Formosa’s fields, as the Japa- 
nese navy has just issued a new instruc-

The Royal Dutch and Shell Refinery in 
the island of Curacao is the most im- 
portant industrial enterprise in the Dutch 
West Indies. Oil from Venezuela has 


already been shipped there; and the fol- 
lowing details of the enterprise are of in- 
terest:—The most important industry of 
this colony is the refining of petroleum 
at Willemstadt. where the plant of the 
Curacao Petroleum Co. keeps more than 
1,000 hands employed. The establish- 
ment up to this time has cost nearly 
$2,000,000. This company, for a while, 
was greatly handicapped in obtaining 
crude oil from its wells in Venezuela, be- 
cause of the lack of appropriate vessels. 
This difficulty, however, has now been 
practically overcome, and the refinery re- 
ceives large quantities of crude oil, not 
only from its own wells in Venezuéla, but 
also from Mexico. The plant is at pres- 
ent working day and night. Machinery 





for the manufacturing of tin cans to 
hold the gasoline has recently arrived 
from the United States, and the com- 


pany hopes, within a short time, to be 
capable of turning out about 5,000 cans 
of gasoline daily, which it expects to sell 
to all of the West Indies and the North- 
ern part of South America.

Kentucky Developments 


With all other high-grade fields active, the 
Kentucky field takes the pole for real down- 
right activity with over 1,000 drills running 
at this time, and half that many more could 
find employment if there were drillers and 
drilling crews to handle the rigs. The State 
is much in need of hundreds of drilling ma- 
chines, as all parts of the State are getting 
active and have the oil fever badly. Operators 
from all the Western fields are getting into 
Kentucky and are making large investments 
after looking over conditions This does not 
mean the smal] operators and companies alone, 
but the largest in the land. The past few 
weeks has seen millions of dollars invested in 
territory and production, and before the winter 
sets in many millions more of money will find 
its way to the Blue Grass regions Western 
Kentucky is a hotbed of developments, and the 
extreme eastern portion of the State is coming 
rapidly to the front, but many of the smaller 
operating concerns prefer the western section 
to the eastern, owing to the shallowness of the 
oil sands in the western section. 

Warren county, in the western division, leads 
in active drilling work with 233 drilling wells 
at the start of September, and since then close 
to fifty additional drilling machines have been 
added to the county, and hardly a day passes 
but that one or more machines are moved into 
the county. Two years ago there were but two 
or three wells in the county that showed oil, 
while today there are in the vicinity of 1,500 
that have been completed, some flow.ng¢ on the 
pump and others standing waiting for p.peline 
connections. In drilling wells Allen county, 
which adjoins Warren, stands second with 185 
wells drilling, followed by Lee county, in the 
eastern division, which stands third with 107 
drilling wells. Barren county, adjoining both 
Allen and Warren counties, holds fourth place 
with 64 wells drilling, and Simpson county, 
also adjoining Warren and Allen counties, 
shows 52 drilling wells at the start of the 
month and will by the close of the month 
come close to doubling the number of drills. 


Bowling Green is the central point of the 
Western Kentucky fields and is a growing city 
since oil developments started around it about 
a year ago. Scottsville, the county seat of 
Allen county, is also having a fine increase in 
population from the oil developments, as is 
Glasgow, in Barren county, and Franklin, in 
Simpson county. These four counties, along 
with Logan county, join, and have better than 
500 wells drilling within their borders. There 
is now good prospects of a refining plant being 
erected at Bowling Green, owing to its ship- 
ping facilities, either by rail or water, as the 
Barren and Green rivers are navigable from 
Bowling Green to the Ohio River, and oil can 
be shipped by barges up these rivers into the 
Ohio River, thence down to New Orleans or up 
the river to Cincinnati, Louisville or Pittsburgh. 


Representatives of the Gorman Refining Co. 
of Texas were visitors at Bowling Green re- 
cently, looking over the conditions for a refin- 
ing plant, and the report was favorable. With- 
in a short period the officials will return to the 
field and start work on a plant. The American 
Refining & Pipeline Co. has purchased a site 
for a refinery, and while work has not as yet 
started on the plant the company has its pipe- 
lines and storage facilities on the property and 
is shipping its crude gathered by the lines to 
Louisville and other points until its plant is 
constructed, when the crude will be used for 
refining purposes. 

In the southern part of Warren county, near 
the Hamlet of Woodburn, the last few weeks 
have seen a large number of valuable leases 
change hands, and some of them far in ad- 
vance of the recent gushers drilled in that sec- 
tion of the county. Geologists and oil experts 
that have gone over Warren county give the 
opinion that Warren county will develop along 
with Allen county as the two best producing 
oil counties in Kentucky. The shallow amber 
oil, found around 450 feet, is attracting much 
attention, and it is a fine grade, with excellent 
lubricating content, and is being gobbled up 
by refiners from all over the country. Some 
of the shallow amber wells show an initial 
production of from 500 to 2,500 barrels, and 
are showing much better staying qualities than 
was at first expected. Much of this same ter- 
ritory was condemned a couple of years ago, 
and it is only within the past year that the 
wonderful field was found. In the western sec- 
tion of Warren county, as well as in the Da- 
venport fleld, to the west of Bowling Green, a 
deeper pay sand, around 1,000 to 1,200 feet, has 
been found and is also quite productive Re- 
cently a new pool, known as the Brown's Lock 
pool, has been developed in the western section 
of the county. J. L. DeGive, of Atlanta, Ga., 
just drilled in and shot a test on the Sand- 
idge tract at Brown's Lock at a depth of 1,120 
feet. Superintendent Johnson, of the lease, 
reported that in clearing out the hole 400 feet 
of oil was found in the well. The well is 
being tubed and put on the pump, as there is 
not a sufficient gas pressure to make the well 
flow. This well is something over two miles 
west of the famous Davenport pool, and be- 
tween that and the extreme western seetion of 
the county the Carter Oil Co., one of the big 
subsidiaries of the Standard, has three tests 
drilling. The Jackson pool, in the Gasper 
River country, in the western part of the 
county, is also coming to the front The High 
Gravity Oil Co. drilled a well on the Nichols 
tract in the Jackson poor, and the hole was 
completed at a depth of 1,350 feet, 126 feet 
under the shale and 50 feet of pay sand The 
well makes a very fine showing, and further 
work will start at once on adjoining leases 

In the field six miles south of Rowling 
Green the Barrone Oil Co.'s No. 3 well on the 
Wilson tract, is reported at around 200 barrels. 
In the extreme eastern section of Warren 
county and in the Willoughby pool the Big 
jarren-Garrison Oil Co. drilled in a well re- 
ported at 150 barrels on the Mary Landers 
tract, which is across the fence from th-* 
Willoughby farm to the east, and makes this 
big 365-acre tract of the Willoughby look like 
gilt-edge stuff. This biz lease is owned by 
parties from Toledo, Ohio, who have refused 
t nice price for it 

Some very interesting figures come from the 
Warren-Allen fields Ely Bailey, an lowan, 
who went to Allen county early in the spring, 
purchased a lease on the Alderson 42-acre 
tract in what is known as the Kean pool, in 
Southwestern Allen county, and one of the 
richest oil spots in the State The purchas 
was made in April, 1920, and the price was but 
S8,000 Seven well and two gas wells were 
irilled.

People standing on the 
streets of Paintsville are amaze at the amount 
of material being hauled out into the oil field, 
and the roads are clogged from morning tj 
night with supplies and machinery of all kinds 
At first it was a novelty to see the well shoot- 
ers going out, and every one kept posted on the 
different wells that were to be shot Now 
however, it is so common a thing that jt is 
scarcely noticed, and none but those who keep 
posted know anywhere near the number or 
locations of the wells that are being drilled in, 
shot and put onto the pipeline. There are 
already two different companies of well shoot- 
ers that have nitro-glycerine magazines in 
Johnson county, one being the Cumberland 
Torpedo Co. and the other the Marriett Tor- 
pedo Co. The first is located on the Charley 
Wheeler tract at Staffordsville and the other 
on the E. G. Lemaster tract, on Big Paint 
Creek. Operations in the Weir field are 
numerous and there are so Many new machines 
moving in all the time that it is almost im- 
possible to keep tab on them. 

Perhaps the well that has been watched 
closest of late is one on the John Prater tract, 
on Marsh Fork, by Sobel & Co. It was a test 
for the extension of the field, and was shot 
with success, making a fair producer. The 
Young Refining Co. has not yet completed its 
well on the Peter Caudill tract, as the third 
hole for the first well has been started, due 
to boulders and crooked holes. Many other 
wells in the two counties are getting at stages 
where more will be known of the field within 


a short time.

These wells were practically dry holes in the 
Caddo and obtained very light production in 
the lower formation.

The Roxana Petroleum Co. is developing a 
block of about 8,000 acres of leases which jt 
is drilling under contract for the North Amer. 

It has re 
cently completed its No. 2 Goode, which js 
pumping fifty barrels from the shallow gang 
at around 1,900 feet. The same company is 
about to recover its Goode No. 1, one of the 
first wells drilled in Young county, and which 
was temporarily abandoned at 4,000 feet when 
tools were lost in the hole.

Story of Mart Hill’s Strike 


Some are born to fortune, some ac hieve for- 
tune and some have fortune thrust upon them, 
and some unwittingly do everything they can 
to offset the attempts of the god of fortune to 
bestow riches in their laps How one man 
tried his best to make fortune’s plans g0 
astray is illustrated in the case of ‘‘Uncie 
Mart” Hill, who has recently been added to 
the list of oil men in Eastland county. 

The Mart Hill tract well, drilled by the Alce 
Oil Co., is now making better than 200 barrels. 
The territory around this well had been vir- 
tually condemned as a gas field by the bringing 
in of two gassers a short distance away. Oil 
operators and geologists said that no oil would 
be found in that vicinity. The well was drilled 
and the bit reached a depth of 3,000 feet, 
where a small showing of oil was found. This 
was given a shot, and nothing happened. The 
drill bit was sent on down to 3,550 feet and 
another shot exploded. For three weeks after 
the shot the well was thought to be dry. After 
three weeks, however, the well began to flow 
about 15 barrels a day, and from then on has 
increased to 200 barrels or better and is still 
increasing. 

Years ago ‘‘Uncle Mart” bought this tract of 
150 acres from a man that had bought it on 
part payment and had failed, due to the non- 
productivity of the land. He paid $1,600 for 
the 150 acres. Several times after he bought it 
“Uncle Mart’’ tried to dispose of the land at 
a very nominal amount, but could find no one 
that would take it. 

Later, when oil was found around Eastland, 
“Uncle Mart’’ tried to sell the royalty on the 
tract. The price he offered it for was high, 
and he came down, but he was unable to find 
a buyer. ‘‘Uncle Mart’ was asked what he 
would have sold his royalty for. He replied:— 
“Why, most anything I could have got for it.” 

“Uncle Mart’s’’ income from the royalty that 
he wanted so badly to sell is now about $50 a 
day, and he has leased the mineral rights of 
the no-account tract for many times what he 
originally paid for the land. 


Rising Star Field

Palo Pinto Improving 


Eneouraging reports from the Boles tract 
well of the Texas Pacific Coal & Oil Co., a 
mile and a half north of the town of Mingus, 
prings the southern part of Palo Pinto county 
at once into prominence. While reports cannot 
be confirmed that the well is flowing by heads, 
t is known that the hole is standing from 
1,600 to 1,800 feet in oil and that it will likely 
pe a good producer. The well got the top of 
the pay sand at 3,047 feet, several hundred feet 
higher than it was expected to find the Berd 


formation, and the report is that the Boles well 
js producing from a true sand It has thirty 
feet of ind, which indicates good production 


will result from the completion of the well. 
The #ix-inca casing has not been set and the 
well has about 1,000 feet of open hole The 
condition of the hole below the eight-inch 
casing is not known. 


The Boles well opens up entirely new terri- 
tory, it being about midway between the 
Strawn pool, in the southwest corner of the 
county, and the Brazos pool, in the southwest 
part ef the county. The depth of the Strawn 
sand is varrying from 1,600 to 1,700 feet and 
the Brazos sand is about 3,500 feet, while the 
Boles well got the sand at 3,047 feet. 

If the Boles well should open up a_ pool, 
eperaters point out it would easily be marketed. 
The well is located a mile and a half north of 
the town of Mingus, and the oil could be 
taken to the railroad by a gravity line. The 
first drilling in the Boles well was done about 
two or two and a half years ago—about the 
time ef the discovery of oil at Ranger by the 
Texas Pacific Coal & Oil Co It was started 
with a ‘‘28"’ Star rig, and drilled to a little 
below 2,000 feet Several showings of oil and 
gas were encountered, and when the Star rig 
reached the limit of its depth it was moved 
away. Due to pressing development in the 
west, especially around Ranger, the company 
was unable to put a standard rig on the Holes 
and complete the well at that time Only 
when the slowdown came at Ranger was the 
company able to complete the well at Mangus 


Much of the acreage in the vicinity of the 
new well is owned by the Texas Pacific Coal & 
Oil Co., though J. D. Collett, of Fort Worth. 
holds the lease on a large block of scatterel 
acreage throughout Southern Palo Pinto coun- 
ty. Southern Palo Pinto and Northern Erath 
counties give promise of being a rich gas ter- 
ritory. The gas from the Garner tract well, 
owned by the Texas Pacific Coal & Oil Co., in 
Northern Erath county is now going through 
the mains of the Lone Star Gas Co.. and it is 
said that as soon as 100,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas daily has been developed in a certain ter 
ritory to the north of Palo Pinto that the line 
will be extended to that point. The Palo Pinto 
territory already has 30,000,000 cubic feet daily 
and three other wells within a three-mile ra 
dius ae now being drilled. 














Production 


The North Central Texas field during the 
week passed the 200,000-barrel-a-day mark in 
nice shape, and shows a nice increase in pro 
duction over the past week. The increase wis 
due to the completion of some exceptionally 
fine wells that are just being connected to 
pipelines, as their production is not given until 
the oil is run. The average operator of the 
field is in hopes of keeping the production 
above the set mark per day, but if it is done 
it will require a lot of drilling and the opening 
up of new and prolific pools to maintain the 
mark at 200,000 barrels, for the old wells soon 
lose their productive head and simmer down 
to small producers, with the exception of parts 
of Stephens county. where production holds 
rather good. ‘The daily average for the week 
in the North Central Texas field, amounted to 
205,886 barrels, a gain of 8,195 barrels from 
the previous week's average. Seven of the 
fields showed gains during the week, while six 
showed slight declines The heaviest gain 
was in the Electra field, closely followed by a 
nice increase in Stephens as well as in Co- 
manche county. 

The daily average production in the Burk- 
burnett field for the week was 68,685 barrels. 
against 69,140 barrels for the previous week. 
a daily average of 455 barrels Eastland

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Gas Companies Settle Their Controversy with 
Texas Municipalities — Ten Gas Well Com- 
pletions Reported for the Week 


FORT WORTH, Tex., Sept. 21, 1920. 


Now that the long drawn out gas rate question has been amicably settled 


among the gas companies and the towns 


and cities of North Central Texas area, 


everyone is happy and satisfied that the supply during the coming winter will be 
more to their liking than during the past few years, when the people played the 


game of “freeze-out.” 


The connection made between the Kastland-Ranger and other 


fields westward from Fort Worth, will give an abundance of gas for all purposes. 
Dallas was the last city to close the negotiations for gas at the. rate requested by 
the gas companies. The bulk of the natural gas supplied to the citizens comes 
from the Lone Star Gas Co., the wholesale end of the industry which delivers the 
gas at the corporate limits of the towns and cities and at a set price to the com- 


panies that distribute the fuel in the various towns and cities. 


Now that there is a 


bountiful supply, according to reports from the fields, there is talk of its use for 


commercial and industrial purposes, as 
more bhastern gas areas. 


New Rate Asked by Gas People 


A new rate and permission to continue the 
sale ef natural gas for commercial and in- 
dustrial purposes made possible by the aug- 
mented supply after November 15,, is asked 
in an application received recently by the 
city ef Dallas from the Dallas Gas Co. 

The application was made following receipt 
of advices from the Lone Star Gas Co, that 
an industrial supply is now available at 30 
cents a thousand feet and the industrial rate 
asked by the Dallas Gas Co. is 50 cents a 
thousand feet, with 10 per cent. discoont as 
usual, for prompt payment. The 45-cent net 
rate, however, will be applicable to consumers 
who use more than 100,000 cubic feet a month, 
those who use less being required to pay the 
domestic rate of 75 cents, less discourt. A 
minimum charge of $1 per meter per month 
is also asked 

Under the present agreement the company 
is not allowed to sell gas for any other than 
domestic consumption between November 15 
and March 15, but the augmented supply from 
the fields will provide a surplus over domestic 
consumption that will permit a portion being 
allotted for industrial purposes Dallas will 
receive its portion of this industrial gas if 
the city grants the application, but if it is 
not granted the gas will be supplied to Fort 
Worth, Mr. Lege pointed out in his letter

become effective September 25, no action was 
taken by the Board of Commissioners pending

Gas Explosion Rips Line Up 


Tearing heavy 8-inch line pipe from the 
ground for a distance of 200 yards and two 
feet, and making an explosion plainly felt at 
Eastland, the Joe Burkett tract gasser, located 
about one mile south of the Eastland County 
Court House, blew itself out. The Texas Co. 
had completed a connection to the well in 
order to take the gas and it was on the first 
test the explosion occurred. 

In less than thirty minutes after the gas 
had been turned into the pipe it was seen 
the immense pressure could not be controlled 
so readily through the pipes, when the 8-inch 
casing was lifted out of the ground high into 
the air and torn open as if pasteboard One 
piece of pipe about twenty feet in length was 
buried in the ground several feet deep It is 
a safe estimate the pipe blown from the 
ground weighs twenty tons. 

Workmen immediately set to work to repair 
the damaged line, and the well has been shut 
n The pressure is so strong it is not con- 
sidered safe to turn it all into the pipeline

Ten gas completions were the result of the 
drill in the North Central Texas field during 
the week, with a combined volume of 58,000,- 
000 cubic feet of natural gas, indicating that 
there is an abundance of natural gas for all 
uses in the fields, and if properly taken 
care of and conserved, as the precious fuel 
should be, will last for many years to come, 
but if wasted like gas has been in the past in 
other fields its life will be short. The gas

Most of the new production in the Valley 
secticn is coming from the Elk Hills, or 
Midway fields. Last week witnessed an- 
other completion in the Elk Hills. The 
Standard brought in its fourth well on the 
Tupman lease on section 36, 20-25. The ini- 
tial production is 6,000 barrels with pros- 
pects that this will increase, which is the 
customary action of wells completed here. 
The S. P. is very active on the adjoining 
section to the north. 

The natural gas from the Elk Hills is 
enormous, and several ef the companies 
were forced to shut down activities until 
preparations were made to handle it. At 
present the city of Los Angeles is using 
23,000,000 cubic feet from the Midway dis- 
trict supplied by the Midway Gas Co. There 
will be laid a supplemental line which will 
furnish 16,000,000 cubic feet additional, 
which will utilize quite an amount of the 
gas production from the Elk Hills. 

Prospective drilling is under way around 
Maricopa which should determine whether 
or not the oil bearing formations cease at 
Sunset or not. The Associated is having fa- 
vorable indications on the Western Min- 
erals property. The Ozena Oil Co. is operat- 
ing a wildcat about thirty miles due south 
of Maricopa. There has been no other well 
in this vicinity and the outcome is rather 
dubious. The venture, however, has stimu- 
lated the leasing in this district consider- 
ably. 

The Ethel D. Oil Co. is drilling a well 
in the Carissa Plains on the Temblor high- 
way and is down some 2,000 feet, where it is 
experiencing casing difficulties. 

The Shell Co. has asked for prospecting 
permits on 4,958.3 acres in Kern River Front,

CHICAGO PETROLEUM MARKET 





Leading Oil Consumers Are Doing Little Piping 


at This Time—Fuel and Gas Oil Quotations 
—Gasoline Fairly Steady 


CHICAGO, Sept. 23, 1920, 


The Chicago market is still under the strain of considerable amounts of fue] 
and gas oils which were shipped unsold to escape the advance in freight rates on 
August 26. Many cars came through with unexpected promptness and some of the 
oils are still on the tracks awaiting a buyer, at a price. Fuel oil is weak at a de. 
cline of about a dollar a birrel. and all refinery products are lower as the market 
is very dull. Buyers having amply supplied their needs for the time being are 
watching the market and probably waiting for the time when in their opinion the 


price will not further decline. 


There seems to be no buying activity in any of the leading industries or the 
lesser ones for that matter. No one wants to buy at a high price when the markets 
show declining tendencies for any reason. The dealers are slowly clearing away 
their stocks of high cost merchandise and waiting for declines that they have been 
led to expect, in part by injudicious propaganda. Then the Presidential election 
is holding back new ventures while the crop movement is asking for all the funds 
that can be had. In spite of the efforts at retrenchment on the part of the banks 
the report of the Federal Reserve System shows an increase in loans of $865,000,000 
over a year ago with a decline in the ratio of reserves at the leading bank of the 
system from 47 to 391% per cent. Apparently the money situation will not loosen 
to any appreciable extent until after the first of the year. 


New Uses for Fuel Oil 


Some years ago the Bureau of Mines was 
asked to indicate if there had been any oil 
burning device tested by the Bureau for the 
use of homes, apartments and the like. The 
reply was that nothing should be done to 
encourage the burning of fuel oil, as we had 
coal for four hundred years and oil for less 
than thirty. But the oils available, while 
coal cannot be had—at least, right now. 
For example, one of the well known mar- 
keters moved from this city to a north shore 
suburb. He never thought about heating his 
home until last week. When he went to the 
local coal man to give his order for the 
season's supply he is told that they had 
orders on their books which they had not 
been able to supply since the early spring. 
Naturally, he is turning to an oil device 

There is a number of these oil burning 
devices which are adapted for homes, apart- 
ment houses and even small manufacturing 
plants, and doubtless some of them are 
worthy. The trouble with some of the com 
panies which have desired to install such 
devices is that they are not prepared to 
furnish the fuel oil. One company is ready 
however, to contract with the purchasers of 
iis equipment for a supply of fue) oil. There 
are several oil companfes which have or 
will have a truck service delivering oil to 
consumers on contract for the season or as 
ordered. 


The writer has contended right along that 
fuel oil is too valuable to be used in large 
heating plants where bituminous coal could 
be had much more cheaply and just as effi- 

ently There will be, sooner or iater, a 
regulation of the coal mines and the rail- 
roads which will assure a supply of coal. It 
may be necessary to finance the movement 
for a larger production of coal and a store- 
in-the-summer movement, but this will come 
and release for the finer uses in manufac- 
turing and for the health and comfort of 
the people an ideal source of heat. There 
is nothing better for these purposes than 
fuel oil, unless it be a supply of cheap gas. 
This winter will see a considerable gallonage 
of fuel oil devoted to the heating of the 
homes. This gallonage can be almost in- 
definitely increased, as we. have easily 
available in the established oil companies a 
means of ready and thorough distribution. 


Fuel and Gas Oil Quotations 


The present quotations for fuel and gas 
oils in this city represent a decline of just 
about one dollar a barrel on fuel oil and half 
that amount on gas oil from the prices at 
which sales were made before the end of 
August. It is largely of a temporary nature, 
for the supply has not been permanently in- 
creased in any such proportions as to war- 
rant any such decline, while the demand is 
growing right along from the _ increased 
number of users. Present prices are for 
Chicago delivery in Santa Fe cars, $2.50 to 
$2.60; delivery in Standard of Indiana ter- 
ritory, $2.70 to $2.80, and for shipment to 
Pittsburgh and western districts of New 
York and Pennsylvania the rate is $2.80 to 
$2.90. A sale of special oil was reported at 
$2.40 from the tracks, but there was con- 
siderable demurrage to be cleared up, and 
probably there is more or less shading of 
prices, but these are temporary, and dealers 
look for higher prices shortly. That is, most 
of them do, although the argument is heard 
that the recent prices were too high. In 
that case the value of all fuels is to be 
considered. Coal prices are advanced two 
or three times. Anthracite, which was $7 a 
ton, is now $16 and unobtainable, and Poca- 
hontas, which could be bought three years 
ago at $4.50 put in, is now sold at $12 to 
$13 dumped in the street. 


Gas oil is being sold at 7%c. to 7%c., but 
there is a demand showing for this product 
and the tendency is towards better prices. 
In fact, this is just before the season of 
most active consumption of fuel and gas oils 
and the supply is not excessive, particularly 
with the coal shortage, even if we do have 
a long, mild fall and the miners work and 
the railroads haul. Let us hope for one of 
those mild winters that we do have occa- 
sionally. teports from the mines indicate a 
large delivery of Western bituminous coals, 
but a serious shortage of the qualities large- 
ly used in the homes for heating purposes. 
The reports of local dealers do not bear out 
the statements made of increases, and the 
explanation they offer is that right now the 
coal is being rushed to the lake ports for 
transportation to the Northwest by water 
before the end of navigation on the Great 


Lakes. 
Gasoline Fairly Steady 


The market for gasoline while inactive has 
held its own as to price much better than the 
fue! and gas oils There has not been the 
same over supply nor the consequent pressure 




















to seil The fine weather we are having is 
keeping the cars running at their best in this 
part of the country. It is evident that 
price of gasoline does not count with the au- 
toist, at least the recent advance has made 
no change in the local sales, which are re- 
ported as large by the garage and service sta- 
tion men. An interruption to the supply 
makes more trouble. Reports from California 
and the coast are that the number of cars out 
of service is large, but that the trouble is 
more with the limit put to the sup} 2 
with the price. Quotations here are 
$50, 21%4@22% cents; 58-60—437, 
cents; 60-62—400, 24@2416 cents; 62-64 
s, and 64-66—365, 26 cents

There is very little demand for the naphtha 
blends and none for the kerosene blend, Any 
of the regularly made naphtha blends from the 
60 to the 68 gravity can be had at from 21% 
to 22 cents The demand for raw casing-head 
is less pressing and producers have begun to 
quote this market after an interval of sev- 
eral weeks The prices made range from 21 
to 22 cents Absorbtion gasoline is quoted 


nominally at 23 cents. 


Kerosene, Naphthas and Lubs 


The decline of 1 cent in the tank wagon 
price of kerosene, which has _ ber ut into 
effect by the Standard Oil Co (Ind.) has 
naturally declined the price of kerosene The 
mly statement is that a decline was needed 
to move the product It is a question if the 
cut in price will do it. Several attempts have 


been made to find larger uses for kerosene and 
restore it to popularity with the t but 
so far with little success The number of trac 
tors is constantly increasing, there being sev- 
eral hundred thousand in use in the West, but 
some way the demand runs to gasoline instead 
of kerosene for tractor fuel The kerosene 
blend has proven a failure as a mixture of 
kerosene and casing-head. Kerosene distillate 
makes an excellent fuel for some forms of 
Diesel type engines, and these are coming 
more and more into use. Kerosene is priced at 
9%4,@10 cents. 

Naphthas have not shown the decline that 
has made itself prominent in a number of 
petroleum products, not being offered freely, 
especially in the better grades The ordinary 
blending grades have been well covered by 
contracts, and while the demand is less there 
is little pressing for distribution, The VM&P 
naphthas are still in good demand, as the 
paint and varnish industry Js moving steadily 
along. The 50-52 grade is quoted at 21%@22 
cents. VM&P naphtha is selling at from 23% 
to 26 cents, according to quality and quan- 
tity. 

The lubricating market is still feeling the 
absence of export demand and the continued 
idleness of the domestic industries. The mMa- 
jority of manufacturers are feeling the slow- 
ing down that ordinarily precedes the Presi- 
dential election, and there is little talk of & 
real revival of active buying until that event 
is past. There is always a certain amount 
uncertainty regarding the future that holds 
back those who contemplate new ventures oF 
more than necessary industrial activities 
any kind. The lubricating business is # 
closely allied to the industrial activities that 
it is a good indication of the amount of 
manufacturing going on. 


The amount of lubricants of various kinds 
that are being produced by new plants in the 
West is considerable. The most satisfactory 
thing regarding the industry is the excellent 
quality of the product of some of these West- 
ern plants. They are making such good lubs 
that the Eastern buyer will not believe that 
they come from Oklahoma, Texas or Wyoming 
as the case may be One of the producers of 
these lubricants recently showed samples 
some Eastern oil men and was accused 0 
being either a liar or to have been det eived. 
They said that such oils (it was a filtered 
stock) could not be made by any Western lu- 
bricating plant

STOCKHOLDERS 
DEMAND RECEIVER 


Affairs of Petroleum Company 
of America Get Into the 


Courts 


Charges of improvidence and neglect 
of duty “amounting to fraud’ on the 
part of officers and directors of the Pe- 
troleum Corporation of America are 


made in a complaint filed in the Su- 
preme Court by twenty-eight stockhold- 
ers, who ask for the appointment of a 
receiver of the property and for an in- 
junction restraining the Empire Trust 
Co. as trustee under a deed of trust exe- 
cuted August 1, 1919, from taking action 
to foreclose on the mortgage. Among 
the persons named are Alwyn Ball, Jr., 
president of the Petroleum Corporation 
of America; Edward A. Clark, Edwin 
B. Cadwell, Charles R. Flint, George H. 
Gudebrod, Raymond D. Fuller, Burr E. 
Clements and James R. Carlton. 

The corporation was organized May 2, 
1919, with $60,000,000 capital, consisting 
of 12,000,000 shares. 

One of the contracts objected to was 
made by the Petroleum Corporation of 
America with the Petroleum Properties 
Corporation, of which John A. Shillito, 
associate of Mettler in the original deal, 
was president, by which the Petroleum 
Corporation bound itself to buy from the 
Petroleum Properties oil leases and 
propertics alleged to aggregate 300,000 
acres, with an estimated production of 
35,000 barrels a day, and in exchange 
was to turn over its $60,000,000 stock and 
first mortgage bond issue of $20,000,000. 





Appeal to Supreme Court Granted ia 
Pipeline Case 


CHARLESTON, Wa. Va., Sept. 22, 1920. 
An appeal was granted today by the West 
Virginia Supreme Court of Appeals in the suit 
of the Eureka Pipeline Co. vs. Walter Halla- 
nan, State Tax Commissioner, restraining Hal- 
lanan from collecting the privilege tax on oil 
and gas according to thé law enacted by the 
State Legislature in the extra session of 1920. 
Judge H. D. Rummel,fn the Circuit Court of 
Kanawha county, ruled about ten days ago 
that such a law is unconstitutional, and an 
appeal from his ruling was taken to the Su- 
preme Court by the State Tax Commissioner. 
The date for the hearing has not yet been 
set. The records include about 1,800 pages of 
typewritten matter, and it is said that this 
will have to be printed before the case is heard 
by the highest State tribunal. ; 
The case is a test suit concerning the validity 
of this law, and involves the matter of col- 
lecting several millions of dollars due the State 
now, besides what may be forthcoming in the 
future. 


Bill of Particulars Ordered Filed in 
Suit Over Mexican Oil 


Supreme Court Justice Charles L. Guy has 
ordered Orson Kilborn to file a bill of particu- 
lars in his suit against Alfredo Kraus, who is 
alleged to have breached a contract for the sale 
of thousands of barrels of oil from Mexican oil 
wells to Martin & Co. Kilborn is suing on the 
assigned claim of Martin & Co., and alleges 
other disposition for the sale of the oil was 
made by Kraus after he had made an agree- 
ment with Martin & Co. 

The application for a bill of particulars was 
made by the defendant and opposed by Imre M. 
Schwartz for the plaintiff. Mr. Schwartz pro- 
tested that the proposed order was too broad in 
its scope, and succeeded in having it modified 
in certain particulars.

directed to furnish a copy of the same. Also 
he must give the date, piace and when the 
defendant agreed to pay for services claimed 
to have been rendered by the plaintiff. If the 
agreement was verbal or in writing Kilborn is 
required to so state. 

The bill must contain an itemized account of 
services rendered, together with particulars 
concerning an agreement alleged to have been 
entered into whereby the defendant promised 
to sell and deliver to the plaintiff and the 
latter agreed to accept and purchase the quan- 
tity of oil provided in the so-called agreement. 

What terms and conditions of the agreement 
were performed by the plaintiff must also be 
revealed by Kilborn as well as the alleged 
tender of money to the defendant. Kilborn is 
also rquired to give information about an 
alleged agreement on the part of the defendant 
to pay Martin & Co. 1% per cent. of the total 
amount of the contract and if the alleged notice 
to Martin & Co. by Kraus that he would not 
complete the agreement was verbal or in writ- 
ing. If in writing a copy of the agreement 
must be supplied. 


Further, the order directs Kilborn to make 
known what consideration was received by Mar- 
tin & Co. for the assignment of its claim to it, 
and if this assignment was in writing. 


Soap Company Brings Suit Against 
Petroleum Company 


An action has been started in the Supreme 
Court by the Spacification Soap & Oil Co., Ltd., 
against the Petroleum Co. of New York for 
2,200 claimed as a balance due on merchan- 
dise shipped to the defendant. The plaintiff 
alleges it sold Maurice Bennoit and William J. 
Johnston, co-partners of the Petroleum Co. of 
New York, a quantity of vegetable oil soap, the 
total cost of which was $3,200. Deliveries were 
made between September 1 and December 16, 
1919. 

Of the total amount of indebtedness the de- 
fendants are alleged to have remitted $1,000, 
and demands for the balance failed to accom- 
plish any results. In suing for recovery the 
plaintiff asks for interest from December 16. 

The allegations of the plaintiff are denied by 
the Petroleum Co. of New York in its answer 
filed by Hamilton Alexander, of 256 Broadway. 
A counterclaim is set up, based on an alleged 
agreement dated July 29, 1919, for the sale to 
the defendants of 40,000 pounds of soap in con- 
formity with submitted samples. 

Containers and cans were furnished by the 
defendant, states the answer, and the first 
shipment of 8,600 pounds were received on con- 
signment by another firm doing business with 


the defendant. The latter paid $1,000 on ac- 
count, believing the substance shipped was 
equal to the samples. The Petroleum Co. 


asserts that it was notified by its customer 
that the substance was unfit for use as a de- 
turgent and not wp to the standard in quality 
of the sample. 

As a result of this the defendants declare 
they annulled the contract for the remainder 
of the soap. The counterclaim is for the refund 
of $1,000 paid the plaintiff, $1,100.95 represent- 
ing the moneys expended for containers and 
$1,475 which the defendants aver would have 
been the profits realized had the merchandise 
been of the quality prescribed. 


Dutch Stockholders Interested in Oil 
Company Litigation 


Cravath & Henderson, attorneys, of 52 Wil- 
liam street, have filed an answer <n the 
Supreme Court in behalf of Pierre Eugene 
de Caplane, prominent French banker and 
promoter, denying. the allegations of the 
Petroleum-Maatschappij Salt Creek Co.'s 
stockholders that he with others wrongfully 
manipulated the properties of several oil com- 
panies. The co-defendants with de Caplane 
are the Wyoming Oil Fields Co. and the 
Natrona Pipeline & Refinery Co. The plain- 
tiffs are suing for a recession of contracts 
and accounting. 

De Caplane demurs to the complaint upon 
the following grounds:—That there does not 
appear on the face of the complaint that the 
court has jurisdiction over the subject of the 
causes of action alleged against the Natrona
